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Academy law returned to Law Committee 

AMMAN (l.T.) — The Lower House of Parliament Sunday night 
debated and returned to its Law Committee amendments to the 
A rahif -lan gu a g e academy draft law, considered io be a major academic 
institution in the Kingdom. A two-hour debate prevailed among deputies 
over the maximum and minimum age of members of the academy, which 
is considered by some to be the equivalent of the Academic Francaise. 
The proposed amendment suggests that a ceiling be set at 70 years of age 
after which the members of the academy would be requested to retire. It 
was proposed that the minimum age for members be set at 40. The debate 
exposed that bloc or party lines were very distinct and that the 
constituents of each group varied. The Muslim Brotherhood, the 
independent Islamists and the deputies who hold cabinet posts all 
supported that the minimum age be set at 40 and the age limit on 70 be 
lifted. The government proposal suggested appointing an assistant to the 
academy member io help overcrane the frailities of age. While the bloc of 
three groups supported the proposal, the more liberal groupings in the 
house opposed them. After intensive debate the House, deputies voted to 
return the draft law to the Law Committee for further study.

Israeli court Jails 
Palestinian for life 

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — A Tel Aviv court on 
Sunday sentenced to life impris- 
onment a Palestinian convicted of 
stabbing to death an Israeli girl 
last May, Israel Radio, reported. 
Fnad Abdul Atti Amran, 19, 
from the Nuseirat refugee camp 
in the occupied Gaza Strip, 
pleaded guilty to attacking the 
girl, the report said. The May 
stabbing touched off a several 
days of anti-Arab rioting in Bat 
Yam and led the army to bar all 
Gaza workers from entering 
Israel for two weeks. Last month, 
the army demolished Amran’s 
home, in which 12 family mem- 
bers lived, before Amran had 
been convicted of the slaying. 


Rabin unveils cabinet, 
will direct peace talks 


TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Prime 
Minister designate Yitzhak Rabin 
unveiled his cabinet on Sunday 
and took direct charge of Israel's 
search for peace with the Arabs. 
' Mr. Rabin, jumping to the 
stage to address 1,500 central 
committee members of his victo- 
rious Labour Party, listed 13 
cabinet nominations from his par- 
ty — led by himself retaining the 
defence portfolio and- former 
Prime Minister Shimon Peres be- 
coming foreign minister. 

Labour Party veteran Abra; 
bam Shohat will be finance minis- 
ter. 

Mr. Rabin underlined his de- 
termination to focus on peace 
talks by brushing aside Mr. Peres 
and taking charge of the U.S.- 
brokered negotiations involving 
Israel, Jordan, Syria, Lebanon 
and the Palestinians. , 

“I saw an importance in my 
serving as defence minister at the 
phase that autonomy talks (for 
Palestinians) are being conducted 


Shas part one. The cabinet totals 
17 members. 

Only hours before Mr. Rabin 
revealed his team, Mr. Shamir 
bad told the final meeting of his 
cabinet his right-wing govern- 
ment had achieved more than any 
other Israeli administration. 

“I seriously doubt if any gov- 
ernment in Israel in the past has 
had such achievements,” the 76- 
year-old Likud chief said m a 
speech carried on Israel radio. He 
plans to quit politics. 

But Mr. Rabin, 70, told bis 
supporters his crushing victory 
over Mr. Shamir in the June 23 
national election had shown the 
public wanted change — and be 
pledged an overhaul of priorities. 

Hie change or the revolution 
created a new atmosphere among 
the public — a feeling of hope, of 
belief that ifs posable to act 
cfifferently, that it can be diffe- 
rent, that it can be better,” Mr. 
Rabin said.

The former army chief and 
defence minister said he would 
focus on reaching agreement on 
autonomy, limited self-rule, for 
the Palestinians under Israeli 
occupation. He has called for 
continuous talks to reach agree- 
ment within nine months. 

But Mr. Rabin also said the. 
U.S.-brokered talks would con- 
tinue simultaneously with Jordan,

set. 

Mr. Peres, the long-time rival 
who Mr. Rabin ousted from the 
.Labour Party leadership earlier 
this year, said be would be in 
charge of the multi-lateral talks 
that are on the sidelines of the 
main peace negotiations. He 
barely smiled when he took the 
stage as the next foreign minister. 

Mr. Rabin, former chief of 
staff, defence minister and prime 
minister, is possibly the most 
hawkish member of the cabinet. 
He was military chief staff during 
the 1967 war. 

Three of the 16 appointed 
ministers are from the left-wing 
Meretz bloc, one from the ultra- 
religions Shas party, and 12 from 
Labour. 

Meretz would accept a Palesti- 
nian state as the solution to the 
Arab- Israeli conflict. Aryeh 

Deri, the interior miniser from 
the religious Shas party, backs 
territorial compromise, and more 
than half the Labour ministers 
represent the party’s dovish line. 

As Labour leader before Mr. 
Rabin, Mr. Peres tumbled a 
cabinet led by Likud faction in 
March 1990, blaming the govern- 
ment for stalling Arab- Israeli 
peace talks. 

Mr. Rabin, who opposed the 
move and who had a tough image 
as defence minister, will hold the 
defence, welfare and religious 
portfolios as well as the prime

Mr. Rabin's Labour Party 
swept Yitzhak Shamir’s hardline 
Likud out of power after 15 years 
in a June 23 election, promising 
to curb Jewish settlement that 
surged under Mr. Shamir. 
Palestinians want a total settle- 
ment freeze. 

“We told them (U.S. officials) 
in no uncertain terms that any 
peace process that can legitimise 
settlements ... is prejudging the 
final outcome and disqualifying 
the United States as even- 
handed,” she said. 

Dr. Ashrawi, who returned 
Sunday to the occupied West 
Bank, has been told to appear for

AMMAN — The Ministry of Labour 
legalised the status of 70,000 guest 
workers in the past 40 days, brining in 
JD 5 milli on in work permit fees to 
the Treasury, Minister of Labour 
Abdul Karim AI Kabariti said Sun- 
day. 

The minister said these workers 
had been working in Jordan without 
permits for the past three years, 
eluding Labour Minfatiy efforts to 
deal with the problem. 

“Earlier policies threatened these 
workers with explusion and at one 
time we had 78,000 expulsion orders, 
but were unable to locate the workers 
and implement the orders,” Mr. 
Kabariti explained in an interview 
with the Jordan Tunes. 

The government of Sharif Zeid Ben 
Shaker shifted policy on treating illeg- 
al workers by allowing them to reg- 
ulate their le&il status before taking 
any drastic measures, such as expul- 


sion. against them. 

“It became obvious that these guest 
workers as a labour force were 
needed in the Jordanian market. At 
the same time we had to coasider the 
large amount of money which they 
owed the Treasury and find a way of 
collecting it," Mr. Kabariti said. 

The Ministry of Labour, over and 
above setting a June 30 deadline for 
the illegal workers to comply with the 
legal formalities, also sent inspection 
teams to different sites “and we made 
the Jordanian employers undertake 
the expense of workers illegally em- 
ployed by them/* Mr. Kabariti said. 

Despite the steps taken by the 
ministry, the Kingdom still sifters 
from a difficult formula of shortages 
of labourers and high unemployment 
among Jordanians, Mr. Kabariti said. 

“We are under pressure from the 
agriculture and construction sectors 
to allow for more guest workers 
because of the shortages of Jorda- 
nians willing to take up such work," 
be pointed out.

OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — Despite a declared trace, 
rival Palestinian factions at odds 
over peace negotiations with 
Israel are continuing skirmishes 
in foe occupied Gaza Strip. 

For two weeks, a power strug- 
gle has been under way between 
the Muslim fundamentalist 
Hamas and the mainstream Fateh 
faction. Hamas opposes Fateh- 
supported peace negotiations' 
with Israel. 

Tensions have grown with the 
formation of a more dovish 
Israeli government headed by 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

. Two Hamas supporters were 
shot in the hands on Saturday by 
Fateh men near a mosque in 
Gaza City's Shijaiyah district, 
Arab reporters said. 

Also in Gaza City, a Fateh 
activist was beaten by Hamas 
men in an outdoor market, the 
reports said. 

In the Gaza City neighbour- 
hood of Sheikh Radwan, Hamas 
followers using mosque louds- 
peakers announced a “curfew” 
for Fateh activists, Arab repor- 
ters said. 

When- Fateh supporters 
ignored Hamas orders to stay 
indoors, a fistfight erupted in the- 
street. A 21-year-old Fateh activ- 
ist. was hospitalised with head 
wounds after Hamas followers 


attacked him with an axe. Three 
men from Fateh and one from 
Hamas were beaten. 

Fateh retaliated in the Jabah'ya 
refugee camp, declaring a curfew 
on Hamas followers, Arab re- 
ports said. No fighting was re- 
ported. 

Zakaxia Agha, a senior pro- 
Fateh activist in Gaza, played 
down the violence, saying the 
ceasefire violations were minimal. 
The Agha said both sides were in 
contact to report violations and 
enforce foe trace. 

The truce was brokered Friday 
by members of foe Palestinian 
negotiating team with Israel as 
well as Arab mayors and legisla- 
tors. 

Peace negotiators have warned 
they would loose credibility if the 
fighting continues. 

Mahmoud Zaha, a senior pro- 
Hamas activist, charged that 
Fateh instigated foe feud to divert 
attention from its failures in 
negotiations. He said that while 
Hamas opposed the talks as a 
“poisonous cake,” it would not 
try to derail them through vio- 
lence. 

But Mr. Agha, who played a 
role in setting up the peace talks, 
said: “Hamas is afraid that a 
settlement will be reached (with 
Israel) and that it will not have 
any place in that agreement.” 


Curbs on pharmacy 
licences to be lifted

j AMMAN — The long waiting list 
for pharmacists applying for gov- 
ernment permits to set up private 
drugstores is expected to vanish 
by the end of this week when foe 
Ministry of Health issues new 
regulations easing its require- 
ments for licensing. 

Informed sources told the Jor- 
dan Times on Sunday that the 
ministry will lift its regulatory 
laws limiting the number of pri- 
vate pharmacies in different areas 
of the country and will issue 
licences to qualified applicants 
upon receiving the request. 

The ministry’s decision wfll end 
foe lengthy and bureaucratic pro- 
cess that now governs the 
issuance of permits for private 
drugstores. Under the present 
procedures, the ministry issues 
permits in coordination with foe 
Jordanian Pharmacists Associa- 
tion, and the decision to grant or 
deny foe licence request depends 
on many factors, including the 
geographic area in which the 


A merger of interests led to surprisingly quick 
House endorsement of draft law on political parties

AMMAN — Itwas difficult to 
discern last week why foe draft 
law on poKtiepJf parties took 
only two weeks to pass through 
in the Lower House of Parlia- 
ment after holding ont all 
promises of a summer-long de- 
bate, why almost a third of the 
parliamentarians did not 
attend tiro sessions, why only 
53 out of 80 deputies were 
there when foe final vote was 
taken and why foe normally 
vibrant Muslim Brotherhood 
bloc reacted in a rather muted 
way in foe whole debate and 
consequently foe endorsement 
of tiro law. 

The amazin g Speed with- 
which the House managed to] 
get the law passed through its! 
ranks came as a surprise to- 
almost everyone. House 
Speaker Abdul Latif Arabiyat 


had stressed on several occa- 
sions that be hoped that the bfll 
would undergo serious and 
'lengthy discussions and scru- 
tiny. 

“This is a part of Onr future 
which we have to study careful- 
ly/ and I urge the deputies not 
to hurry and to take all foe 
time they need,” be had told 
' journalists during a press ccmk 
ference in early June. 

Observers believe that the 
Brotherhood Bloc, to which 
Dr. Arabiyat belongs, was 
planning to assert its strength 
and push for the most favour- 
able terms that they could get 
incorporated into foe law. 

The Brotherhood, some in- - 
riders say, was hoping that tiro 
House’s Independent IriamistS 
and possibly tire left-wing and 
pan-Arab Democratic Bloc,, 
would join forces with them., 
The three blocs could have 
gotten about 40 votes. 


The theory was, according to 
one insider, those groups in 
Parliament with a history of 
political activism and organisa- 
tion would join forces to get 
foe maximum concessions out 
of foe government and other 
groups. 

The Brotherhood appears to 
have miscalculated, however. 
The Constitutional Bloc and 
the National Bloc, the two 
recognised pro-establishment 
groupings in tiro House, joined 
forces with the Independent 
Islamists and some members of 
foe Democratic Bloc to form a 
majority during debates and- 
voting sessions for most of foe 
last two weeks. 

The government's version of 
tiro draft law, with the excep- 
tion of minor amendments, 
passed with flying colours. 

The Brotherhood sat in rela- 
tive silence and joined the pro-' 
establishment groups and. 


voted in favour of most of foe 
second half of foe law. 

Pan-Arab deputies backed 
by some leftists battled in vain 
against the majority to press 
for more liberal amendments. 

In the meantime the 
Brotherhood did score one de- 
cisive victory by assuring their 
own legalisation.

The Brotherhood’s official 
spokesman, Ziad Abu Gha- 
nimeh, said prior to the open- 
ing of Parliament for the ex- 
traordinary session on June 21 
that foe group would not vote 
in favour of foe government’s 
version of the draft law be- 
• cause it would outlaw parties 
based on religion and thus dis- 
qualify the Brotherhood from 
operating as a political party in 
Jordan. 


The draft law, as presented 
by foe government, states that 
no party may be formed on the 
basis of religious, ethnic, gen- 
der or other forms of pre- 
judice. Had that version of foe 
draft law passed then the Mus- 
lim Brotherhood would not 
have had a chance of being 
licensed as a political party. 

The vote on the article in 
question. Article 6, was tied 
30-30, and was not broken 
until Speaker Arabiyat voted 
in favour of tiro amendment 
which would allow for foe 
Brotherhood's legalisation. 

The Law Committee’s ver- 
sion — the amendment — of 
Article 6 differs from foe gov- 
ernment’s version in that it 
states that there should be no 
prejudicial treatment of groups 
on foe basis of religion, gender 
or ethnic background. 

The amended version as 
proposed by the Law Commit- 


tee was also backed by the 
pan-Arab and leftist deputies 
who make up foe nine-member 
Democratic Bloc. 

“To have outlawed the 
Brotherhood, passing by the 
government's version of the 
draft law would have been to 
challenge a substantial portion 
of the Jordanian constituents,” 
said pan-Arabist Deputy 
Mohammad Paris Tarawneh 
(Kara k). 

"The exclusion of the 
Brotherhood would have 
caused either a social and poli- 
tical upheaval or underground 
political activities which would 
have undermined the democra- 
tic process/* Mr. Tarawneh 
added in explaining the Demo- 
cratic Bloc's decision to side 
with the Brotherhood on this 
issue.

drugstore is to be located and the 
number of pharmacies in the 
area. 

Denied the opportunity to 
open their own business, many 
qualified pharmacists were forced 
to work for meagre salaries at 
already established drugstores, 
which are protected from real 
market competition by regulatory 
government laws, according to 
industry sources. 

A senior official at foe Ministry 
of Health, who requested not to 
be named, said the ministry 
wanted to apply to pharmacists 
the same procedures it adopts in 
dealing with professionals in 
other health-related areas. 

Qualified physicians, dentists 
and laboratory technicians are 
granted permits to practise in the 
private sector upon request and 
with no interference from the 
ministry or professional associa- 
tions. The pharmaceutical field is 
foe only heavily regulated one in 
the medical sector. 

Ministry of Health sources say 
the ministry already has 400 ap- 
plications for licences to start 
private pharmacies and that it will 
approve these requests when it 
adopts the new procedures by the 
end of this week. 

The decision is expected to 
force operating drugstores, which 
employ pharmacists for low salar- 
ies, to raise their pay to their 
employees to a level that corres- 
ponds with their qualifications 
and face competition from a mar- 
ket that has yet to be allowed to 
grow into its full potential.

"The facts are that the government 
offices and public sector companies 
are saturated with employees." he 
said. 

Iraqis 

protest U.N. 
inspectors 

BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraqi 
students demonstrated against 
the presence of U.N. weapons 
inspectors outside the Ministry of 
Agriculture and Irrigation in 
Baghdad on Sunday, the Iraqi 
News Agency (IN A) reported. 

It said “student masses" staged- 
a sit-in outside the ministry where 
U.N. inspectors searching for 
Iraq’s military secrets have been 
locked in a standoff with the 
Iraqis for eight days. 

Tlie agency, quoted the chair- 
man of the National Federation 
of Iraqi students, Fahd AI Shar- 
qah, as appealing to the U.N. 
Security Conncil to recall the 
inspectors. 

On Saturday, an unidentified 
Iraqi set himself on fire outside the 
ministry. He was badly burned 
before being taken to hospital. 

Iraq has rejected charges that it 
is hiding military secrets at the 
ministry and says allowing the_ 
inspectors into the building would* 
infringe its sovereignty. 

Karen Jansen, the American 
leader of the weapons inspection 
team has left Iraq for New 
York where she will brief U.N. 
■officials on the standoff. 

The Security Council is ex- 
pected to take up the matter early 
this week if the deadlock is not 
broken, U.N. officials say.

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River Jordan crossing 
shows Palestinians 9 plight

KING HUSSEIN BRIDGE — 
Crammed in the shade from a 
blistering summer sun at this 
lowest point on earth, hun- 
dreds of Palestinians wait ev- 
ery day for tbeir humiliating 
'and painful journey home. 

* ' But those who can make it 
-are far less than hundreds of 
others turned back because of 
new Israeli rules limiting the 
number of Palestinians allowed 
to cross through the West 
'Bank’s only link to the Arab 
World. 

“If you love God, help me,” 
'35-year-old Suha Taha pleaded 
with a Jordanian officer at 
Kang Hussein Bridge, a 30- 
' metre crossing of wooden slats 
across the Jordan River and 
only few kilometres away from 
the Dead Sea. 

“My mother is on her death 
bed and wants to see me now 
but It have to wait for three 
weeks to go there.” 

In addition to cutting the 
daily quota from 4,000 to 1,700 
passengers, Israel last year 
stopped passenger traffic on 
the nearby Prince Mohammad 
Bridge, where up to 1,500 peo- 
ple passed every day. Now 
only commercial lorries are 
allowed. 

The effect on bridge traffic 


was less dramatic last summer 
mainly because most Palesti- 
nian workers in Gulf Arab 
states, who normally visit their 
families in the occupied terri- 
tories, stayed home in the 
aftermath of the Gulf crisis- 

But this summer, the back- 
log has neared crisis propor- 
tions. 

Merchant Hatem TalaJ, a 
father of six from the West 
Bank town of Tulkarm, arrived 
in Jordan in early June for a 
short visit to conclude an olive 
oil deal. He waited a month in 
Jordan for his turn to return 
home. 

“It is irrational to have to 
wait for so long to be able to 
cross over a few metres of land 
that take you home, let alone 
the humiliation and pain you 
face on the Israeli side of the 
bridge before you can join 
your family,” Mr. Talal 
lamented. 

He and hundreds of men and 
women, many wearing tradi- 
tional long robes and accompa- 
nied by tired and bored chil- 
dren, sat on stone benches 
inside a poorly-equipped re- 
ception hail waiting for Jorda- 
nian bridge officers to call out 
their names. 

What was a 90-minute drive 
between Jerusalem and Am- 
man before the 1967 war often 
takes an entire day for Palesti- 


nians crossing over from Jor- 
dan. 

They are driven in buses, 
which turn into ovens while 
waiting for Israeli permission 
under the glaring sun. Summer 
temperatures exceed 40 de- 
grees Celsius (100 Fahrenheit) 
in foe shade. 

All undergo stringent body 
searches and many, especially 
youths, are interrogated by 
Israeli secret police officers. 
Their shoes are X-rayed and 
thrown into a large pile to be 
reclaimed while each piece of 
their clothes is thoroughly 
searched by Israeli women sol- 
diers and customs officers. 

Israel says the measures 
were important for security, 
but critics say they were humi- 
liating and intended to discour- 
age Palestinians from returning 
borne. 

Over the past 25 years, mil- 
lions of West Bank residents 
and tourists have crossed the 
two facilities under the so- 
called open-bridge policy — a 
rare arrangement between two 
countries officially still at war. 

Israelis are not allowed to 
enter Jordan, except Israeli 
Arabs on organised annual pil- 
grimages to Mecca. 

Thousands of vacationers 
who postponed travel last year 
and over 7,500 Muslims com- 
ing from pilgrimage in Saudi

Arabia have joined regular 
travellers on Jordanian waiting 
lists.

Rabin’s curbs on settlers — just how tough? 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM 
(AP) — As prime minister, Yit- 
zhak Rabin is expected to curb 
the growth of Jewish settlements 
in die occupied territories, but be 
has been fuzzy on what limits he 
will impose. 

His Labour Party's- election 
platform promised a one-year 
“freeze” on construction during 
talks on Palestinian autonomy in 
the occupied territories. 

But as he began trying to bring 
both liberal and conservative par- 
ties into his government, talk of a 
freeze was replaced by a vague 


promise to do nothing that would 
upset U.S.-backed peace talks. 

Mr. Rabin also has said he 
would cut funds to “political” 
settlements in heavily populated 
Arab areas but strengthen 
“security" settlements. 

The issue is important not only 
to peace talks with the Arabs, but 
to Israel-U.S. relations. 

Mr. Rabin wants to reverse a 
U.S. refusal to grant- $10 billion in 
loin guarantees. U.s. guarantees 
would make it easier to Israel to 
borrow money to help absorb 
thousands of Russian immigrants. 


The guarantees were refused be- 
cause brad rejected a freeze on 
settlement construction. 

The previous right-wing gov- 
ernment pushed for settlement in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. About 1 15,000 
Israelis now live among the 1.8 
million Palestinians. 

Mr. Rabin has been vague on 
the settlement issue because he 
still wants to lure into his govern- 
ment the right-wing Tzomet par- 
ty, which wants units already 
under construction in settlements 
to be completed. 


That presents another prob- 
lem. What does “under construc- 
tion” mean? 

The housing ministry says 

16.000 houses and apartments are 
in progress in the occupied terri- 
tories. The figure includes 4,000 
only awaiting utility connections, 

9.000 being built, and 3,000 on 
which just land-clearing has 
begun. 

Peace Now Settlement Watch, 
part of Israel's largest peace 
movement, believes the actual 
number under construction is 
closer to 10,000. 


Denktash 
pledges 
hard line 
in new talks 

ANKARA (AP) — Wary of 
pressure for concessions in the 
upcoming round of U.N.-spon- 
sored talks on Cyprus, Turkish 
Cypriot leader Rauf Denktash 
pledged to stand firm, the Tur- 
kish Cypriot news agency said. 

“I will not sign an agreement 
that turns Cyprus into Yugosla- 
via, one that will create chaos,” 
the agency quoted Mr. Denktash 
as saying at a meeting with the 
Turkish Cypriot press. 

Mr. Denktash told reporters 
that territorial issues could be 
referred to a committee of ex- 
perts, the agency said in a dis- 
patch faxed to Ankara. 

The leader of the breakaway 
Turkish republic of northern 
Cyprus reportedly opposed the 
return of mostly Greek Cypriot 
refugees displaced when Turkish 
mainland troops seized the north- 
ern third of the island in 1974. 
The invasion of the island was 
prompted by a coup by Greek 
Cypriots seeking union with 
Greece. 

Mr. Denktash and Cyprus 
President George Vassiliou met 
separately with U.N. Secretary- 
General Boutros Ghali in New 
York last month. The sides 
apparently failed to bridge differ- 
ences over Greek and Turkish 
Cypriot zones- in a projected 
federal republic.

The indirect talks are sche- 
duled to resume on July 15. 

“One side cannot be pleased at 
the expense of the other. A com- 
promise should be found ... the 
problem should be solved 
through financial compensation," 
Mr. Denktash reportedly said, 
arguing that the refugees from 
both sides had been resettled and 
“there is no point in making them 
refugees once more." 

The Greek Cypriot govern- 
ment insists on the return of 
about 200,000 ethnic Greeks to 
northern Cyprus, as well as the 
return of 35,000 Turkish Troops 
and 45.000 settlers to Turkey. 

Mr. Denktash was sticking to 
his hardline position following 
the publication here Friday of a 
letter from U.S. Secretary of 
State James Baker to his Turkish 
counterpart Hikmet Cetin. It 
asked Mr. Cetin to keep Mr. 
Denktash from blocking an 
agreement. 

The Turkish Cypriot parlia- 
ment speaker, Hakki Atun, on 
Saturday said Mr. Baker's letter 
was “unacceptable.” 


Leftists fire rockets at 
U.S. consulate in Istanbul 


ISTANBUL (AP) — Two ex- 
tremists attacked the U.S. consu- 
late with a rocket launcher on 
Saturday, police said. 

A firebomb anack at the store 
of the General Motors at the 
Aegean port of Izmir destroyed 
30 cars and caused damage esti- 
mated at around $2 million. 

Both attacks were claimed by 
Dev Sol (Revolutionary Left), an 
underground organisation which 
said it was avenging the police 
slaying of 12 of its members last 
year before a visit by U.S. Presi- 
dent George Bush. 

In Istanbul's residential district 
of Sariyer. a man was seen plant- 
ing a bomb under a car of a U.S. 
citizen and police defused the 
device. The man escaped. 

Police said the apparent target 
was Melvin A. Vitter, an official 
of a board running several U.S. 
educational institutions in 
Turkey. 

In the first incident, the assail iants 
attacked the consulate in 
the downtown Tepebasi district at 
09:35 p.m. (1835 GMT) and 
escaped, the official said, speak- 
ing on condition of anonymity. 

A rocket gretiade, fired from a 
distance of 100 metres, exploded 
in the backyard of the consulate, 
he said. 

A U.S. embassy spoke woman 
in Ankara saidYhere had been no 
damage. 

Police found an RPG-7, the 
standard former east bloc anti- 
tank weapon, together with ah 
unused grenade and the red-star- 
red flag of the outlawed Dev Sol 


organisation at the scene. 

Dev Sol later claimed the 
attack through an anonymous 
phone call to the left-wing news- 
paper Ozgur Gundem. 

“We destroyed the U.S. consu- 
late in memory of our martyrs of 
July 12 (1991),” the caller said, 
saying he was from the armed 
revolutionary units of Dev Sol. 

A similar message was phoned 
to Cumhuriyet. another left-wing 
newspaper, shortly after the 
Izmir attack. 

Evans assails 
Likud regime 

MELBOURNE (AP) —The pre- 
vious Israeli government had 
been the most serious obstacle to 
peace in the Middle East, Austra- 
lian Foreign Minister Gareth 
Evans said Sunday. 

Mr. Evans told a forum spon- 
sored by the Zionist Federation 
of Australia that his view was 
held by Palestinians, internation- 
al foreign policy officials and by 
many Israelis. 

He said be told officials on a 
Middle East trip in May that the 
peace process was in danger of 
collapse “unless there was some 
urgent and fundamental changes 
to the policy approach adopted 
by the Israeli government.” 

“Hopefully now there is every 
sign that, following the Israeli 
election, those concerns will be 
dramatically alleviated,” Mr. 
Evans said Sunday.

Iranian cleric injured by bomb in Kuwait 

KUWAIT (R) — An Iranian cleric working in Kuwait was injured 
on Saturday night when a bomb planted in his car exploded, a 
security source said on Sunday. The source confirmed a report by 
A1 Anbaa newspaper that Ahmad Gfaalam Fazli, who preaches 
at a Shiite religious institution in Kuwait, was taken to hospital 
after the bomb went off as he waited in his car at a set of traffic 
lights. His condition was not immediately known but A1 Anbaa 
published pictures showing only slight damage to the car. 

Ethiopian troops kill 15 bandits 

NAIROBI (R) — Ethiopian government troops killed 15 bandits 
and captured 44 others in a clash in Showa region, central 
Ethiopia, Addis Ababa radio said. The radio, monitored in 
Nairobi,- saki -on Saturday -the-bandits had been robbing and 
. terrorising people for several years along tbe^Qway-Alaba road. . 

Mubarak sees off peacekeeping forces 

ALEXANDRIA (AP) — President Hosni Mubarak on Sunday 
met with a contingent of Egyptian troop s on their way to join 
United Nations peacekeeping forces in the former Yugoslav 
republic of Bosnia-Heizegovina. Mr. Mubarak, as supreme 
commander of the armed forces, toured the rows of blue-bereted 
soldiers, shaking hands and exchanging words with most of die 
600 troops. Armoured personnel carriers and tracks with the 
U.N. insignia stood by, ready to be shipped across the Mediterra- 
nean sea to Sarajevo with the forces. “Your duty is to keep peace 
in Bosma-Herzegovina.” Mr. Mubarak said in a brief speech 
from a podium overlooking the air defence college in Alexandria. 
“I wish you success.” The president reviewed die troops after a 
graduation ceremony for .air force cadets. Early this month, U.N. 
Secretary-General Boutros Ghali announced the replacement of 
Canadian troops in war-torn Bosma-Herzegovina by French, 
Egyptian and Ukrainian troops to reflea the religious divides in 
the republic. 

Fillpina jailed for killing Kuwaiti princess 

CAIRO (AP) — An Egyptian court on Saturday sentenced a 
Filipina maid to 15 years at bard labour for stabbing to death her 
Kuwaiti employer, a sister-in-law of Kuwait's emir. Lorna Rafael, 
42, killed Sheikha Latifa Abdullah AI Jaber A1 Sabah, 45, in 
February. At the time, she told police she murdered her employer 
because she mistreated her and refused to let her return to the 
Philippines to visit her family. Ms. Rafael, from die Philippines 
island province Oriental Mindoro, was hired by die princess in 
Kuwait and came with her to Cairo for a visit. The princess was 
married to Sheikh Mansour Ai Sabah, brother of Sheikh Jaber Al 
Ahmad Al Sabah, Kuwait’s emir. 

768,000 resettled in Sudan: 

KHARTOUM (R) — Some 768,000 people displaced by the 
nine-year-old civil war in Sudan have been resettled in various 
parts of die country, a Khartoum newspaper reported on Sunday. 
Abu Shama Abdul Gadir, die director of projects and planning at 
the Displaced Persons’ commission, told AI Ingaz AI Watani 
newspaper that most of these people were resettled in Upper Nile 
state. War and hunger have displaced almost the endue six million 
peoples of southern Sudan. 


Ashrawi says Clinton 
is too pro-Israeli 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
likely Democratic presidential 
candidate Bill Clinton has taken 
extreme pro-Israeli positions that 
breach international law, a 
Palestinian leader has said. 

Hanan Ashrawi, spokeswoman 
for the Palestinian delegation to 
Middle East peace talks, said “of 
course” she was concerned by the 
possible election of. Mr. Clinton 
and his vice-presidential running 
mate. Senator Albert Gore of 
Tennessee. 

“I am concerned because I 
think Clinton has made state- 
ments that violate long-standing 
American policy, that violate in- 
ternational law,” she said on the 
syndicated television programme 
“One on One.” 

In the interview being broad- 
cast this weekend she said any 
biased move by the United States 
in the Middle East was bound to 
backfire. 

“And it certainly will discredit 
the U.S. internationally,” she 
said. 

Mr. Clinton, the soon-to-be 
Democratic presidential nominee 
for the November election, has 
criticised Republican President 
George Bush for presang Israel 
to make “one-sided concessions 
in the peace process.” 

* The Arkansas governor has 
also faulted Mr. Bush for deman- 
ding an end to settlements on the 


occupied West Bank in exchange 
for loan guarantees that would 
help Israel pay for resettling Jew- 
ish emigrants from the former 
Soviet Union. 

In Amman, Dr. Ashrawi said 
Saturday she expected the sixth 
round of Arab-Israeli peace talks 
to open in Rome in early August. 

Dr. Ashrawi. in Amman on her 
way home to the West Bank from 
the United States, gave no exact 
date. 

She was due to cross the Jordan 
river bridge early on Sunday. 
Other Palestinian peace delegates 
were briefly questioned when 
they returned to the West Bank 
last month after a television 
appearance with Yasser Arafat. 
Israeli law bans contacts with the 
Palestine Liberation Organisa- 
tion (PLO). 

Dr. Ashrawi refused to com- 
ment on the new Israeli govern- 
ment being formed by Prime 
Minister-designate Yitzhak 
Rabin, who has promised to 
accelerate the peace talks and 
give self-rule to Palestinians. 

“But we expea them to show 
some good intentions such as 
stoppling daily violations against 
the Palestinian people,” she said. 

While in the united States, Dr. 
Ashrawi met several U.S. admi- 
nistration officials and addres- 
sed a congress of Palestinians in 
Knoxville, Tennessee. 


Djibouti jails coup plotters 


Djibouti (R) — am Aref 

Bourhan, head of the Djibouti 
colonial administration before 
the 1977 independence, was sent- 
enced to 10 years* imprisonment 
for plotting to topple the govern- 
ment. 

Eight members of bis group 
received similar sentences and a 
further five were jailed for five 
years by the state security tribun- 
al late on Saturday. 

Forty-seven people received 
jail terms of five years in 
absentia. 

Maitre Aref Mohammad Aref, 
a nephew of Mr. AM Aref, was 
acquitted. Mr. AM Aref, who is 
over 60. pleaded not guilty. 

The tribunal, headed by Siheikh 
Hassan, director of the. prime 
minister’s office, announced its 
verdict after deliberating for 
seven hours.. The charges in- 
cluded threatening state security, 
assassination and attempted 
assassination. 

Mr. AM Aref is a prominent 
member of the Afar ethnic group 
which has strong support in 


northern areas and provides sup- 
port for the Front for the Res- 
toration of Unity and Democracy 
(FRUD). 

■ Mr. AM Aref says he is not a 
member of FRUD. He and the 
other accused were not charged 
in the name of any poMtical 
group. 

The prosecutor, Osman Bogor- 
reh, had called for a life sentence 
for Mr. Ali Aref. described as the 
brain behind the plot. 

Defence advocate Seyni Loum 
had called for foe acquittal of all 
foe accused men in view of an 
amnesty announced for rebels in 
northern Djibouti recently. 

The charges arose from events 
in January 1991 when police 
rounded up 71 people at a meet- 
ing in a Djibouti suburb. The 
same night, armed men attacked 
a military barracks at Tadjoureh, 
northern Djibouti, killing one 
soldier and wounding four. 

Later ‘another soldier was kil- 
led in a dash with an armed gang 
in foe same area. 


Canadian teacher convicted 
of promoting hatred of Jews 


RED DEER, Alberta (AP) — A 
former teacher has been con- 
victed of promoting hatred for 
teaching students at a rural high 
school that Jews had hatched 
conspiracies for hundreds of 
years to gain control of the world. 

Judge Arthur Lutz fined Jim 
Keegstra $2,640 at foe conclusion 
of foe jury trial. Mr. Keegstra, 
who could have drawn up to two 
years in prison, has 30 days to 
appeal. 

He said outride court that foe 
verdict did not surprise him and 
he does not think he got a fair 
trial — “but no one who’s con- 
victed ever feels like they got a 
fair trial.” 

He asked Mr. Lutz to consider 
when fining him that “I've lost 
f teaching profession and a lot 
my reputation. I've been mali- 
ciously smeared and slandered.” 

It was the second trial on the 
charge for the 58-year-old Keeg- 
stra. He was convicted in 1985, in 
tire first success f ul prosecution 
under Canada’s anti-bate law, but 
the verdict was ov erturn ed last 
year. 

Acting as his own lawyer in the 
retrial, Mr. Keegstra said he tried 
to do what was best for his 
students and tridy believed that 


Jews, including international 
bankers, had a blueprint to create 
a world government. 

Mr. Keegstra taught shop, 
drafting and social studies for 14 
years at foe high school in Eckvil- 
le, 60 kilometres west of Red 
Deer, until he was fired in 1982. 
At the time he was mayor of 
Eckvflle, a wheat belt town of 830 
people. 

Seventeen of his students testi- 
fied in the trial. They said Mr. 
Keegstra taught them the Jews 
were evil and bent on destroying 
Christianity. 

He taught that a small, elite 
Jewish group planned every ma- 
jor war dating to the French 
revolution and that Jews viewed 
Adolf Hitler as a “dupe and 
lackey,” according to testimony. 

Before reaching its guilty ver- 
dict at the tfetrial, the Alberta 
court of Queen’s jury deliberated 
32 hours over four days. 

Presklent Irving Abe 11a of the 
Canadian Jewish Congress said, 
“We believe today’s verdict re- 
flects the feelings of all Cana- 
dians that those who would sow 
bigotry and hatred are an unwel- 
come intrusion in ranarij im socie- 
ty.”

But she added she ex- 
pected a law against meeting

Dr. Ashrawi re- 
turned via Jordan after travelling 
in Europe. 

Dr. Ashrawi said she was 
forced to wait three hours at the 
Jordan River border crossing as 
Israeli soldiers searched her lug- 
gage. 

She said she was detained but 
not questioned at the bridge. 

Mr. Rabin has promised to 
freeze Jewish settlements in fee 
occupied territories except in fee 
Jerusalem area, the Jordan Val- 
ley and the Golan Heights. 

_ Washington withheld $10 bil- 
tiou in loan guarantees to Israel 
to help absorb an influx of immig- 
rants when Mr. Shamir refused its 
demand to stop all settlement. 

Mr. Rabin, his victory hailed i 
by U.S. officials, hopes his policy I 
will win fee aid. ! 

Dr. Ashrawi said she preferred 
Mr. Rabin over Mr. Shamir, 
whom she accused of doing “ev- 
erything possible to sabotage the 
process.” 

I don’t think .Rabin is the 
answer to our prayers and that we 
will have total agreement, but I 
think we have agreement on one 
thing: We should negotiate 
seriously,” she said. 

A top Egyptian official said in 
Cairo Sunday Arab countries are 
ready to resume peace talks with 
Israel, under the leadership of fee' 
newfy-elected Labour Party at-' 
the beginning of September. 

Osama Al Baz, President Hos- 
ni Mubarak's political advisor,^ 
said .fee chances for peace look 
more promising now feat Mr. 
Rabin has replaced Mr. Shamir as 
prime minister. 

Dr. Baz • made his remarks 
while briefing reporters on a 
meeting between Mr. Mubarak 
and Mr- Arafat at a presidential 
rest bouse in the port city of 

Alexandria. 

He said bilateral talks between- 
Israel and fee Arabs should not 
be postponed anymore for 
reasons such as the U.S. pres- 
idential election in November or 
others. 

“These talks should be re- 
sumed as soon as possible and the 
Arab side is ready to start at the 
beginning of September without 
awaiting the American elec- 
tions,” Dr. Baz said. 

Dr. Baz said although it is still 
too early to specify what the new 
Israeli position will be, the Arabs 
should work on coordinating their 
positions. He said this was fee 
focus of Mr. Mubarak’s meeting 
wife Mr- Arafat and his talks with 
Syrian Foreign Minister Farouk 
Al Sharaa on Saturday. 

The foreign ministers of Arab 
countries participating in the 
negotiations are also -planning to 
meet in §yriain late July in the 
same -aim, the official added. 


CAA delegation leaves for 
Bulgaria to promote direct 
Sofia to Amm an air route 


AMMAN (Petra) — A delega- 
tion from the Civil Aviation Au- 
thority (CAAj left for Bulgaria 
Sunday, to discuss wife govern- 
ment -officials fee prospect -of 
promoting air tra nsp ort between 
Jonlan and Bulgaria and boosting 
bilateral cooperation in civil avia- 
tion. 

The delegation is led by 
Ahmad Jweiber, CAA director 
general, who said in a pre- 
departure statement feat fee talks 
aim at reaching an agreement 
that would organise air transport 
operations between Jordan and 
Bulgaria and launch a direct regu- 
lar air route between Sofia and 


Amman. 

Mr. Jweiber said that the talks 
are part of an ongoing effort on 
the part of the CAA to increase 
the number of foreign airlines 
coming to the Kingdom. 

• Mr. Jweiber is accompanied on 
tile trip by two of his senior 
assistants. The CAA, in coopera- 
tion wife Royal Jordanian (RJ), 
fee national airline, has recently 
opened routes for RJ to Indone- 
sia, Greece and Berlin and in- 
creased flights to North America 
hi a bid to expand fee national 
airlines network around the 
world and bolster Jordan’s rela- 
tions with other nations. 


PSD to reschedule travel to 
West Bank in next 3 days 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Public 
Security Department (PSD) ' 
announced Sunday feat only 
500 travellers, can cross the 
King Hussein Bridge on Toes-, 
day July 14 and feat it was 
rescheduling fee dates of travel 
for many people who had reg- 
istered to cross to fee occupied 
Arab territories in fee coming 
three days. 

The arrangements meant de- 
lays for some who registered to 
cross Tuesday who will now be 
crossing Wednesday, said fee 
PSD statement. But it noted 
feat priority win be given to 
travellers holding cables from 
fee Red Cross or whose per- 
mits issued by the Israeli au- 
thorities are about to expire. 

In the past week, fee Jorda- 
nian authorities said that Israel 
was drastically reducing the 
number of Palestinians allowed 
to cross into fee occupied terri- 
tories leaving more than 
600,000 people stranded in fee 
Kingdom. 

According to an earlier 
arrangement conducted 
through the United Nations 
Truce Supervision Organisa- 
tion, up to 2,500 were to cross 
into the occupied Arab lands 


on a daily basis, but the Israelis 
reduced the number gradually 
to 1,750, and on Fridays they 
only allow up to 500, according 
to Jordanian officials. 

Director of fee Palestinian 
Affairs Department at fee 
Foreign Ministry Adel Irsheid 
called at fee bridge last week 
and later issued an appeal to 
the U.N. organisations to in- 
terfere and put an end to 
Israel's practice of delaying en- 
try for thousands of Palesti- 
nians. 

Mr. Irsheid was also quoted 
as saying that Jordan was in 
touch with Britain, France and 
other members of the Euro- 
pean Community as well as the 
United States over this ques- 
tion. 

Most of fee travellers cross 
the bridge during the summer 
holidays and the PSD is in fee 
habit of organising the trips 
through registration offices in 
the Kingdom. 

The King Hussein Bridge 
across die Jordan River has 
been the economic and social 
lifeline for Palestinians under 
occupation since the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip were 
seized in fee 1967 war. 


VTC holds more tr ainin g 
classes for the unemployed - 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Voca- 
tional Training Corporation 
(VTC) is currently running three 
to six month training courses for 
those looking for jobs, and the 
courses are, in the tnortung and 
evening to cope wife fee in- 
creased number of trainees. 

_VTC Director General Ahmad 
Atwan -said that fee VTC is run- 
ning intensive training courses in 
the evening and 32 trades are 
available in addition to eight 
trades for housewives and other 
women. 

The VTC is also planning to 
offer training to 16,000 appren- 
tices in 1992 and is helping 'uni- 
versity and community college 
graduates find jobs through this 
vital training, according to Dr. 
Atwan. 

He said that the purpose of 
these courses is to try to find 
work for those unemployed 
whose numbers have increased 
wife the return to Jordan by 
hundreds of thousands of expatri- 
ates. According to Dr. Atwan, 
some of the training courses in- 
clude tailoring and dressmaking, 
weaving, shoe making, stone cut- 
ting, baking, confectionary work, 
construction, marble cutting, 


brick -malong-decoF, leather work 
and painting and decorating 
homes. 

The VTC, Dr. Atwan pointed out 
is closely cooperating with the 
employees and businesses in fee 
private sector, the Amman 
Chamber of Industiy and fee 
employment offices in the course 
of implementing the training 
programmes. 

He said feat in 1991, 17.511 
citizens benefited from the train- 
ing courses given at various voca- 
tional centres in Jordan. Accord- 
ing to Yousef Huneiti, president 
of the Union of Workers em- 
ployed in the brick, tile and mar- 
ble industry, the construction in- 
dustry in Jordan can absorb at 
least 10,000 trained people. 

He urged fee concerned au- 
thorities and the schools to en- 
courage students to learn trades 
and join fee training courses 
offered by fee VTC centres. He 
said that workers in construction 
and other related industries 
obtain avery high wages foDowing 
the recent measures adopted by 
the Ministry of Labour to reorga- 
nise fee local labour market and 
.fee noticeable reduction in the 
□umber of non-Jordanian work- 
ers in Jordan.

DM 37 million in loans 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The Minister 
of Planning, Dr. Ziad Fariz, and 
fee German Ambassador to Jor- 
dan, Heinrich Reiners, signed 
two agreements concerning finan- 
cial cooperation between Jordan 
and the federal Republic of Ger- 
many. 

The Commodity Aid Program- 
me V provides a loan of DM 5 
million for Jordan to enable the 
country to meet foreign exchange 
costs resulting from die purchase 
of goods and services to reduce 
the damage caused by fee heavy 
mow and rains in the agricultural 
sector during last winter.

Jordanian people were concerned 
to see a super power disintegrate, 
noted Mr. Talhouni. 

During a recent two-hour ses- 
sion, fee society board reviewed a 
financial report which showed 
that it holds JD 232,000 in Jorda- 
nian banks and has- already paid 
the rent for the society offices for 
1993 and paid JD 26,000 in staff 
salaries. 

Society member Mahmoud 
Maaita expressed his distress to 
see the demise of fee Soviet 
Union which, he said, was a 
friend of fee Arab nation. 

Maaita stressed that fee society 
will retain its role as a tool of 
tightening friendship wife the 
peoples of fee former Soviet Un- 
ion. 

Although tbe Soviet Union's 
role has stopped, that of fee 
people of the fonner Soviet re- 
publics have not, according to 
Dr. Khaled Hamsabwt fee socie- 
ty’s secretary and a known Jorda- 
nian Marxist.

Returnee compensation and bank :: 
deposits improve national economy i 


AMMAN (Petra) — The return 
to Jordan of Jordanian funds 
deposited in banks abroad during 
the second half of 1990 and com- 
pensation paid to expatriates who 
have returned from Kuwait fol- 
lowing the Gulf crisis have helped 
the national economy, accor- 
ding to an annual report issued 
Sunday by the Amman Chamber 
of Commerce. 

The best indicators for tbe im- 
provement m fee national eco- 
nomy, fee report said, could be 
found in the fact that 5,700 new 
industrial and commercial 
businesses were registered wife 
the Ministry of Industry and 
Trade between January and 
October of 1991, the report 
noted. 

In fee first half of 1990, fee 
economic recovery was going on 
well -in fee Kingdom but a major 
set-back hit tbe economy with fee 
outbreak of fee Gulf crisis in 
August 1990, tbe report noted. It 
said feat the closure of the 
Kuwaiti and Iraqi markets, the 
decline in fee transfers of Jorda- 
nian workers abroad, fee return 
to Jordan of hundreds of 
thousands of people and the drop 
in Jordan's exports dealt a heavy 
blow to fee national economy, 
which came under further strain 


as the country struggled to cope 
with fee task of absorbing the 
expatriate and offering them 
basic services. ' 

The Kuwaiti and Iraqi markets 
used to absorb 25 per cent of 
Jordan’s overall exports before 
sanctions were imposed on Iraq 
and the .siege imposed on Aqaba- 
bound shipping, tbe report noted. 

However, the Tepori added, one 
can only feel encouraged by the 
initial results of the implementa- 
tion of the economic restructur- 
ing programme agreed on with 
the international Monetary Fund 
(IMF), particularly in the first 
half of this year. 

The report said feat the gross 
national product (GNP) in 1991 
stood at XD2542.4 million, up 
from JD2326.S million in 1990. 

The report said feat Jordan's 
foreign exports until October of 
1991 were estimated to be worth 
JD587.1 million, up from 468 3 
million in the same period of 
1990. 

Referring to imports, the re- 
port said that they reached 
JD12.556 million down by 12 per 
cent compared with the imports 
of the previous year. 

The report also noted that by 
the end of October 1991 the 


deficit in the balance of Jordan's:!

at JD668.5 million, down by ll r ;

Decade-old idea takes shape on the 
airwaves, stay-tuned for French channel

AMMAN — A ten-year-old idea 
will soon take shape when a 
French radio channel will start 
transmitting to 300,000 French 
speakers in the first week of 
August, Gerand BJondel, the re- 
gional communications adviser at 
fee French embassy said. Philip- 
pe Paupert, a radio journalist and 
who has been in Jordan for six 
months recruiting and training 
French-speaking Jordanians to 
work for fee French radio chan- 
nel, said that this new channel is 
fee idea of fee French govern- 
ment, the French embassy in 
Jordan, the Ministry of Informa- 
tion, and fee Ministry of Foreign 
Affairs in Jordan who after ten 
years of initiating fee idea will 
have their efforts rewarded. “The 
French government offered fee 
‘hardware' for fee execution of 
fee programme, a 500,000 French 
transmitter which is being set 
up," Mr. Paupert said. “In Au- 
gust it will start transmitting four 
hours every morning to the 


300,000 French speakers in Jor- 
dan and in fee West Bank,” said 
Mr. Paupert, who is considered 
the “soft-ware" offered by the 
French government to train jour- 
nalists in media language, .in pre- 
paration for fee new program- 
mes. 

He added feat the French 
channel, which will be transmit- 
ted on a separate frequency will 
first include “News in French" 
and music from the various 
French-speaking parts of the 
world. 

“Initially, there will be music 
from Canada, Belgium, France, 
from the French-speaking parts 
of Africa, as well as news. Bat as 
fee channel picks up there will be 
programmes about tourism, eco- 
nomy and other programmes that 
take fee local angle into consid- 
eration,” Mr. Pauppert said. 
Adding that this local angle is the 
point of fee programme and the 
reason why fee idea of setting up 
a satellite in Jordan to receive 
programmes from French speak- 
ing radio stations was not consi- 
dered. He said that at this time.

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Pitfalls of middle road 

A PRESS statement by Minister of Parliamentary Affairs 
Atef Btousb published Sunday said the government had no 
predetermined stand on both the political parties’ and the 
press and publications laws. His view is indeed interesting, 
but somehow lacks depth. For the government does not have 
a predetermined stand on these two very important laws, 
then who does? Isn’t it the government that has drafted both 
laws in the first place? Or is this an attempt by Minister 
Btoush to distance himself and his government from the two 
laws that were finalised before being submitted to Parlia- 
ment by Taber Masri’s Cabinet? 

But that is not the only mind-boggling stand the govern- 
ment has taken on any particular controversial issue. When 
Minis ter of Justice Yousef Mubeideen proposed a new 
reading for article three of the political parties draft law, the 
article concerned with the definition of those parties that 
drew so much debate on the floor 4 of the Lower House, be 
was asked if this was a governmental proposal. To the 
surprise of everyone Minister Mubeideen said it was not. 

And when last year the Muslim Brotherhood moved a 
motion in Parliament urging the government to legislate the 
prohibition of alcohol, observers thought the government 
would muster enough support in the House to kill the motion 
there and then but for some reason did not. In fact some 
ministers had left the session only moments before the vote 
was taken on that matter. 

Progressive Jordanians were hopeful that since the 
ultra-conservative Muslim Brotherhood was left out of 
Sharif Zeid’s cabinet, the government would pursue 
forward-looking policies on all levels in order to advance 
civil liberties, progressive social and educational program- 
mes and socio-economic openness. Unfortunately, instead of 
doing just that, the government seems intent on taking a 
middle-of-the-road approach on almost all issues, putting 
itself at collision course with all the political forces, 
satisfying no-one, yet compromising principles that should 
not be compromising on. 

Forward looking Jordanians are naturally disappointed 
that the government headed by a strong forward-looking 
prime minister, and grouping a number of energetic and 
enthusiastic ministers, is lacking both in political colour and 
resolve. While nobody expects the Sharif Zeid government 
to have a colour different from that bright colour of the 
system itself, progressive Jordanians have the right to 
bemoan loss of time and opportunity on being middle of the 
road, susceptible to being hit from every direction, for no 
good reason at all. 

This government might want to look at Itself as transition- 
al in nature, among other things. Bnt the moment is very 
crucial for the country’s political and social foture. The 
whole world is either changing or in the process of change. 
We cannot simply sit and watch. There is a great deal of 
change that needs to be achieved. Whether it is this 
government or any other; whether the time is yesterday, 
today or tomorrow; we in Jordan most not lose a chance or a 
minute without changing to the better positive change is 
what life is all about, some people might say.

AL RA’I daily Sunday commented on the race between the 
Republican and Democratic candidates running in the presiden- 
tial elections campaign in the U.S. to win Israel’s favour. It seems 
that for any candidate, to ensure the capture of the White House, 
he should appease the Jewish state and heap on it much praise and 
offer many promises for continued American military and 
economic aid, said the daily. One of these promises came through 
the U.S. ambassador in Israel who promised guarantees of loans 
totalling S10 billion needed to settle the Jewish immigrants from 
Europe, the paper said. In the United States itself, the Democra- 
tic candidate Bill Ginton promised that Washington will recog- 
nise Jerusalem as the Jewish state’s capital, in violation of current 
U.S. policies with regard to the status of the city, added the daily. 
It said that offering Israel all that it demands in violation of all 
international principles and U.N. resolutions, is a disregard of the 
desires and the beliefs of the international community and a 
flagrant defiance of the Arab World. Such competition and rivalry 
among the candidates, in the course of the hot race for the White 
House, is bound to place further obstacles in the path of the peace 
process, the paper pointed out. It said that the American elections 
arena has always served as a field for the candidates to outbid one 
another in their desperate attempt to reach the White House, no 
matter how much damage to the U.S. credibility these promises 
cause. Indeed, said the daily, this underhand dealing exposes the 
true nature of the world's lone superpower which undertook to 
sponsor the peace process and causes frustration to those who had 
bet on Washington as a peace-maker. 

A COLUMNIST in A1 Ra’i daily Sunday criticised the Water 
Authority of Jordan for failing to apply a fair distribution of water 
supplies to different regions of Jordan. In light of the too many 
complaints being made by public about lack of proper program- 
mes for the distribution of water, one can say that the water 
authority is not doing a good job, said Narih in bis column. Irbjd, 
for instance, remain without water for a whole week, or more 
sometimes, and its people continue to hope against hope that the 
water authority will come to their help at a time when they realise 
that sufficient water resources now do exist, said the writer. 
Almost every day thousands of telephone calls flood the Water 
Department jn Irbid, housewives and companies, fanners and 
individual citizens complaining that they have no water and 
officials trying to create pretexts and excuses for the department 
Not a single caller to the-authority or the newspaper spoke well of 
toe water distribution programmes, and all people agree that toe 
distribution system is unfair as some areas get water 24 hours a 
day while some districts wait for the water for a whole week, said 
toe writer. Irbid. which perhaps received rain water tins year 
more than other parts of the country noted the writer, is suffering 
due to lack of sufficient water, and it is only fair and reasonable to 
demand that the water authority embark on speedy measures to 
find a solution to this chronic problem.

Political parties law - a threshold on the road of democracy 


Now that the law on political parties has been adopted, the 
country has entered another era in the democratisation process 
that His Majesty King Hussein had ushered in three years ago. 
This new threshold cannot be viewed as the end of the line and as 
culminating the endeavours to perfect the democratic experiment 
in Jordan. Most likely the new achievement on the road towards a 
more complete form of democracy is nothing but a watershed for 
toe future development of pluralistic democracy. One tiling is 
clear bowever: The road towards full democracy is long and 
tortuous. 

As King Hussein has repeatedly warned, democracy begins in 
toe minds and souls of the people who must cast their votes 
periodically m accordance with their own convictions. Yet there 
are signs already that the country is not heading towards a 
harmonious democracy but rather towards a confrontational form 
of democracy where one bloc of political thought is grouping in 
opposition to another as if a showdown were imminent. 

True political parties the world over engage in seasonal 
competition for support from the people that they are frying to 
serve in their own respective way. But what worries me most in 
toe case of Jordan is the ill feeling that is brewing between the 
new various factions in the country as if they have different 
loyalties and belong to different entities. 

No one would want the Algerian precedent to occur among our 


midst. There the success of the Islamist forces was viewed as a 
threat to toe other parties in the country and ultimately gave 
cause for interference in the democratic process. Enough safe- 
guards need to be built in the legislation of Jordan to assure that 
no similar events would ever occur in the Kingdom. 

The first order of business for attaining such an objective is to 
inculcate in the minds of the various constituencies operating on 
toe Jordanian theatre that harmonious and cooperative competi- 
tion will not only be promoted but also guaranteed. Above all tire 
country must accept and abide by whatever voting results ensue in 
toe country. But this is much easier said than done. To begin with, 
there is an urgent need for a constitutional amendment that 
■ prevents and outlaws the cessation of pluralistic democracy. 
There must be created constitutional safeguards against one party 
system in Jordan as soon as possible. The repeated reference to 
toe National Charter is no panacea to this constitutional hiatus as 
the charter's legal standing is yet to be settled. In any case, as long 
as the constitution of the country is silent on this point, no amount - 
of submissions on the basis of toe charter would be sufficient to 
rebut toe arguments to the contrary. Only if Jordanians are 
assured of this constitutional right will they rest secure no matter 
which party wins control over Parliament. 

Another giant step awaits ns in toe continuing endeavour to 
strengthen and broaden democracy. The taw on publication and

N orth Korea looking for new friends

NEW YORK — The recent 
admission by North Korea that is 
has produced a small amount of 
plutonium is a nagging reminder 
to nuclear proliferation experts 
that, if it were not for the dis- 
astrous state of its finances, 
.North Korea might already be 
holding a nuclear bomb. It had 
managed to circumvent barriers 
put in the way of countries seek- 
ing nuclear military power. 

After the international com- 
munity started focusing on the 
threat posed by the secretive 
military regime in Pyongyang, 
several warnings were issued by 
experts — including the director 
of toe Central Intelligence Agen- 
cy, Robert M. Gates — who 
testified before toe U.S. Con- 
gress this spring that North Korea 
might be able to use nuclear 
weapons “soon and possibly very 
soon." 

Beyond its regional impact, the 
North Korea nuclear weapons 
programme raises worldwide con- 
cerns because of the danger that 
North Korea may export nuclear 
materials and technology. If 
North Korea were judged to have 
a nuclear weapons capability, ex- 
perts fear South Korea wouid feel 
obliged to develop a similar capa- 
bility. Some also believe that 
Japan would be forced to follow 
suit rather than to toe only power 
in northeast Asia without a nuc- 
lear option. 

North Korea recently surprised 
the international community. 


however, by .ratifying the com- 
prehensive safeguards agreement 
under toe Nuclear Non-Prolifera- 
tion Treaty, which it signed in 
1985. It has also provided the 
U.N.’s International Atomic 
Energy Agency (IAEA) with an 
initial declaration of its nuclear 
materials and installations. After 
visiting North Korea in May, 
IAEA Director-General Hans 
Blix said North Korea bad de- 
clared “a tiny quantity” of pluto- 
nium, “far from what you need 
for a bomb.” Mr. Blix would not 
divulge toe precise amount de- 
clared on the grounds of con- 
fidentiality. Mr. Blix and bis advi- 
sors were the first foreigners to 
visit several nuclear installations 
in North Korea, but they had 
been preceded by a scientific 
team from the privately funded 
Carnegie foundation based in 
Washington. The team's visit was 
a rare opportunity for foreign 
observers to probe a highly secre- 
tive and all-powerful government 
apparatus. - 

Team member 'SeUg Harrison,- 
senior associate of the Carnegie 
Endowment for International 
Peace, attributes the new climate 
in North Korea to economic 
pressure. North Korea’s new 
goals seem to be toe “reduction 
of military spending through 
cooperation with South Korea 
and toe U.S., and toe develop- 
ment of advanced industrial tech- 
nology by an economic opening 
to Japan and the West." Mr. 


Harrison said in an interview. He 
notes that the younger generation 
of moderate North Koreans, 
especially those who have 
travelled abroad, are attempting 
with “intermittent success" to 
make North Korea’s politics con- 
sistent unto the new economic 
objectives. “There is a policy 
struggle under way, not a power 
struggle," he stresses. By all in- 
dications, leader Kim H Sung, in 
power since 1949, remains “firm- 
ly in control," Mr. Harrison says, 
but he has replaced hardline 
Marxism-Leninism with his own 
ideology of seif-reliance. . 

“They want to open up, but the 
party is afraid of losing control,” 
Mr. Harrison said. North Korea 
is definitely in a period of transi- 
tion, he added, comparing the 
situation to what happened in 
China 10 or 15 years ago. “Pyon- 
gyang is no longer paranoid as it 
used to be about contacts unto the 
outside world.” says Mr. Harri- 
son. ‘Tour groups from Austra- 
lia. Hong Kong and Britain are 
beginning to trickle in." Among 
the signs of a new dimate are 
photos and statues of Kim 11 Sung 
in a Western suit rather than a 
Mao jacket and rock music, along 
with North Korean paniotic 
anthems, blaring out of louds- 
peakers in hotel dining rooms. 

North Korea maintain es that 
its nudear programme is strictly 
for providing nudear energy for 
the country’s increasing need for 
electricity. According to U.S. 
administration sources. North 


Korea, in a recent surprise move, 
is now prepared to give up its 
nudear programme in exchange 
for a supply of nuclear fuel ami 
technology for civilian power 
from Japan, South Korea and 
Western countries. Snch an ex- 
change would imply regular in- 
spections of all North Korea nuc- 
lear sites. 

Even though North and South 
Korea have agreed to a plan to 
have mutual inspections,, they are 
still negotiating a binding treaty 
under the plan, according to 
Berhan Andemicael, IAEA rep- 
resentative to toe U.N. In an 
interview, Mr. Andemicael 
■ pointed out that North Korea has 
“so far not accepted toe proposal 
by the South to have challenge 
(surprise) inspections of clandes- 
tine nudear sites.” 

During the visit of toe Carnegie 
Endowment delegation, the most 
detailed discussion of the alleged 
reprocessing plant took place be- 
tween Mr. Harrison and Ministry 
for the Atomic Energy Industry 
spokesman -Choe Jong Sun. Says 
Mr. Harrison :-^Fhe proposal for

Clinton-Gore — look-alike 
ticket is a break with tradition

NEW YORK — So much for 
ticket-balancing. Bill Clinton 
teamed with a look-alike running 
mate, the senator next door, in a 
calculated break with campaign 
tradition. 

For toe second spot on his 
presidential campaign ticket, toe 
Governor of Arkansas chose Sen. 
Albert Gore Jr. Of Tennessee. 

They don’t actually look alike, 
but both are about toe same age, 
from the same region, and share a 
centrist Democratic philosophy. 

In old-style politics, the rule 
was balance — regional, philo- 
sophical, even generational. The 
theory was that contrasts, even 
opposites, might attract more 
votes to a presidential ticket. 

None of the above apply to toe 
ticket the Democratic national 
convention will ratify at Madison 
Square Garden in New York next 
week. 

Mr. Gin ton and Mr. Gore are 
from adjacent, relatively small 
southern states. Mr. Ginton is 
45, Mr. Gore is 44. Both are 
allied with the centrist, moderate 
school of Democratic politics, 
although Republican campaig- 
ners already are frying to depict 
Mr. Gore as an all-out, old-line 
liberal. 

“Throughout American his- 
tory, each generation has passed 
on leadership to the next,” said 
Mr. Gore, whose father was a 
senator, too. “That time has 
come again.” 

For the first time, a major 
party is nominating two men born" 
after World War II. As John F. 
Kennedy began his presidency, 
be said the torch had been passed 
to a generation tested in that war 
and in toe bitter peace of the cold 
war era. With the Qinton-Gore. 
ticket, it passes again — this time, 
in less elegant phraseology, to toe 
baby boom generation. 

That's a contrast to the genera-

tion gap on toe republican ticket 
— Mr. Bush is 68, Vice President 
Dan Quayic 45. 

Nor were old-fashioned 
geography lessons a factor. No 
Boston -Austin span this time as 
the Democrats tried in I9S8. 

“You can exaggerate geogra- 
phy." said former Massachusetts 
Gov. Michael Dukakis, trounced 
in 1988 with Texas Sen. Lloyd 
Bentsen as his running mate. 
“These campaigns really become 
national.” 

Mr. Clinton ami Mr. Gore 
share the Democratic centre, 
although toe Bush campaign will 
be out to convince voters that 
they're liberals m disguise. The 
Clinton wager is that a centrist 
ticket can redaim votes that have 
been going Republican, particu- 
larly in the south and sun belt 
states. 

The last time toe Democrats 
won toe White House, in 1976, 
they did it with Jimmy Carter, 
their most conservative nominee 
of the era. 

The arithmetic of a three-way 
contest against Mr. Bush and 
independent Ross Perot makes 
toe south crucial to Clinton. It 
has become part of toe base for

successive Republican presiden- 
tial victories, and Mr. Perot has 
fared well in polls there. liberals 
have been losers there, balanced 
tickets notwithstanding. 

And a strategy that succeeded 
in forcing, Mr. Bush and Mr. 
Perot to defend the south and sun 
belt could divert them and thus 
help Mr. Clinton in states he must 
win to have a chance — Califor- 
nia, plus toe old Democratic 
strongholds of the industrial Mid- 
west and Northeast. 

Mr. Bush's campaign manager, 
Fred Malex, said be doesn’t ex- 
pect toe president will have prob- 
lems in the south, although he* 
conceded that Mr. Gore might 
deliver Tennessee's 11 electoral 
votes to the Democrats. 

. Ironically, the centrist creden- 
tials that may be a major asset in 
toe fall got an unintended boost 
from Jesse Jackson, toe blade 
civil rights leader who unsuccess- 
fully sought the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination in 1984 and 
1988. 

“Well, it’s all so southern, it’s 
all Democratic Leadership Coun- 
cil, so it’s a fairly narrow ticket," 
Mr. Jackson said in a Fox Televi- 
sion interview. The Democratic 
Leadership Council is an umbrel- 


la group set up by centrist Demo- 
crats to push their views in party 
councils. 

"...It takes two wings to fly," 
Mr. Jackson said, “and here you 
have two of toe same wing." 

There are some differences be- 
tween the men. Mr. Clinton said 
he wanted a candidate to comple- 
ment his own experience and 
background. A governor, Mr. 
Ginton plucked a running mate 
out of Congress, with experience 
in the House of Representatives 
and Senate dating from 1976. 

Mr. Gore is a Vietnam veteran; 
Mr. Clinton didn’t go. Mr. Gore 
is an environmental specialist; 
that topic has been a target for 
Mr. Ginton’s critics who cite 
pollution in Arkansas. Mr. Gore 
broke with Democratic leaders in 
1991 and voted to authorise toe 
use of force in the Gulf, then 
spoke out against Republicans he 
said were playing politics with 
operation Desert Storm. 

Mr. Ginton said, and repe- 
ated, that Mr. Gore is qualified 
for toe presidency, “has what it 
takes to lead this great nation 
from the day we take office.” The 
Democrats wfll argue that Vice 
President Dan Quayle never has 
met that standard. 

For all that, vice presidential 
nominees do not win elections. In 
a dose contest, a running mate 
can produce vital electoral votes, 
but even that hasn’t happened 
since Lyndon B. Johnson helped 
the Kennedy ticket narrowly car- 
ry Texas in I960. 

Four years ago, Mr. Johnson 
had called toe vice presidential 
nomination .a political dead end. 
It isn't. In six of the last seven 
presidential elections, at least one 
major party presidential nominee 
had served as vice president. 

Sto it’s not a bad spot for a 
Democrat with former and future 
presidential plans. 


North Korean officials, Mr. Har- 
rison and the Carnegie Endow- 
ment team were not permitted to 
visit nudear installation sites. 

. Mr. Harrison believes that for 
toe North to give up its nuclear 
option completely and accept an 
airtight inspection system, some 
form of comprehensive nuclear- 
free zone agreement would have 
to be matte. North and South 
Korea and their supporters would 
have to pledge not to use nudear 
weapons against each other. 

Another cause for concern is 
North Korea has supplied hun- 
dreds of its home-produced, 
modified Scud-B missiles to 
Libya, Iran and Syria. Iran and 
North Korea reportedly signed a 
deal in 1987 worth $500 million 
that covered the Iranian purchase 
of 100 Scud-B missiles. North 
. Korea's assistance in the develop- 
ment of a missile production facil- 
ity in ban and possibly Iranian 
financial support to help North 
Korea’s efforts to produce a lon- 
ger-range Scud. Nuclear weapons' 
proliferation expert ^Leonard S._ 
Spector speculates ' that North" 
Korean/Iranian cooperation in 
the missile field could easily ex- 
tend to nudear weapons. 

When, in June, IAEA inspect, 
tors completed toe first inspec- 
tion of nudear materials and in- 
stallations to “verify the initial 
declaration... the authorities 


have made operating records 
available to our inspectors and 
committed to continue to do so,” 
the agency's report says. Howev- 
er, “A difficulty exists regarding 
this programme, as for others, to 
assess the completeness of the 
initial declaration.” 

When asked to elaborate on 
toe “difficulty." Mr. Andemicael 
said IAEA must reconcile how a 
large reprocessing plant — called 
a “radiochemical laboratory” by 
North Korea — could have been 
installed without pilot projects 
preceding it. He added that, the 
IAEA bad been assured it could 
“visit any site and installation' the 
agency wished to see, “irrespec- 
tive of whether it was found on 
toe initial list submitted to toe 
IAEA." 

The IAEA has rights under its 
safeguard agreement with North 
Korea to request special inspec- 
tions in case there is reason to 
believe that something is unde- 
clared. However, the IAEA does 
-not have the Authority for “chsl- 
. lenge” inspectfons_as.it now does, 
in Iraq. North 'Korea has aruged 
that thq IAEA inspections under 
way are sufficient evidence that it 
is acting in good faith and that the 
nuclear issue is dosed. However, 
with many questions stiU unre- 
solved, Asian and Western inves- 
tors are applying a wait-and-see 
policy — World News Link.

What’s in a name? 

To the Editor: 

Your report, “Citizenship Now Possible for non- Jordanian 
Wives" (Jordan Tones, July 8, 1992), details a ruling which will be 
used to interpret specific parts of Jordan’s nationality laws. The 
ruling is a disturbing revelation of discrimination. It is also vague, 
provincial, and more likely to create problems than to facilitate a 
just application of the law. 

The first obvious prejudicial statement is “non-Jordanian 
women married to Jordanians." The reader must conclude that 
only men are Jordanian citizens. Since this is not true, why does 
this ruling segregate Jordanian citizens according to their sex? 
This is qmte mcrcdibte when referring to a nationality law. Either 
one is a citizen or one is not. 

■ The ruling then proceeds to divide the non-Jordanian female 
spouses of Jordanian men into- two categories: non-Arab persons 
or Arab persons. Exactly bow this is to be determined is totally 
undear and actually hints of racial bias. Is a non-Arab woman one 
who possesses a passport from any country in the world other than 
•an Arab country, or is she toe offspring of parents who do not 
have “Arab blood" in their veins? Conversely, is an Arab woman 
one who possesses a passport from an Arab nation or could toe 
be, for instance, a French citizen of Algerian parents (or at least 
an Arab father) living in France? 

Once they are able to prove Arab or non-Arab status, the 
couple then faces toe bias of fees and length of their marriage. 
The Arab woman must be married to her Jordanian husband 3 
years and pay a fee of JD 100; whereas the non-Arab woman must 
be married 5 years and pay a fee of JD 200! Is the non-Arab 
woman supposed to be richer and therefore can afford double the 
fees of her Arab counterpart, or is her Jordanian husband being 
pumtoed for straying from the ethnic norm? If the Ministry of 
Interior is in need of money, why not just increase passport fees 
slightly for all Jordanians? The length of the marriage seems 
totally irrelevant in the context of an application for citizenship. 
More to the point would be how long toe non-Jordanian female 
resided in Jordan. 

Citizenship is generally based on place of birth and/or national- 
ity of parents. Many problems arise in countries where citizenship 
is based on colour, gender, the father’s ethnic background, the 
mother's religion, and/or limited to members of a specific tribe or 
race. Jordan doesn’t need to build problem into its laws. A 
non-Jordanian married to .a Jordanian citizen should be able to 
. apply for Jo rdanian nationality after f ulfilling certain dear and 
straightforward criterion. The sex, ethnic background or current 
nationality of toe non-Jordanian should make no difference under 
the law. 

Sandy tins ruling is illegal, according the Jordanian Constitu- 
tion and the National Charter* Because if it is not, it should be.

“They did not specify dearly 
enough what constitutes finan- 
cial links for example,” said 
one political activist. “What 
will be the control on indi- 
vidual donors?” 

While the law limits indi- 
vidual donations to JD 5,000 a 
year to any one party, many 
political activists are worried 
that some financial contribu- 
tions could be matte through 
other channels. 

Another regulation which 
came under heavy fire was the 
penalty issue. The harshest sti- 


pulation was that those found 
to have received or transmitted 
money from outride Jordan to 
any Jordanian political party 
will have to pay a fine of JD 
2000 and or face a prison term 
of up to two years. 

The law, most deputies 
agreed, will be amended as 
time passed and the country’s 
democratic institutions grew, 
tat almost the entire political 
spectrum welcomed the pas- 
- sage of the law. 

“We would have liked to 
ha^> seen more changes but 
overall we are satisfied and 
welcome the law,” said Islam- 
ist Deputy Yousef Al Athem. 

Deputy Shiab said; “Despite 
all its shortcomings it is a wel- 
come improvement on our pre- 
vious condition.” 

The only Communist deputy 
Party in Parliament and former 
political prisoner, Issa Mada- 
nat, baited the law as “the 
single most important step to 
date in the realisation of a 
democratic society.” 

But not all concurred with 
this generally-held opinion. 
The Brotherhood’s Abu Gha- 
nimeh directly criticised his 
^Brothers for voting in favour of - 
• the law, whidb he described as 
“an ugly woman with a lot of 
make-up.” His main criticism 
focused on the point that the 
law gave the Ministry of In- 
terior too many powers over 
political parties. 

“The forming of political 
parties is a constitutional 
right,” he said. “That the 


Ministry (of Interior) should 
be able to refuse any poop of 
people the right to form a 
political party is wrong.” 

According to the law, judi- 
cial authorities have the power 
to reverse the mimstry’s rejec- 
tion of licensing a political par- 
ty- 

Another opponent of the 
law is maverick Amman Depu- 
ty Ahmad Owekfi Al Abbadi, 
who had led a group of eight 
deputies in lobbying against 
. the legalisation of political par- 
ties on the grounds that 'The 
Jordanian society is not yet 
ready for them.” 

Political observers say that 
while the law’s application has 
yet to be tested, especially 
when 60 or more political 
groups await licensing, the law 
nevertheles is a long-awaited 
constitutional right that had 
once again to be guaranteed.

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Mansell wins British Grand Prix 


SILVERSTONE, England (R) 
— Nigel Mansell shattered two 
records at the British Grand Prix 
as he swept to his seventh win in 
nine races this season. 

The codlfortable victory was 
the 28th of his Formula One. 
motor . racing career, one more 
than the British record previously 
held by former world champion 
Jackie Stewart. 

Mansell, driving a Williams, 
won by 39 seconds after taking 
the lead on the opening lap and 
driving lunchallenged to a spec- 
tacular triumph before his ador- 
ing fans. 

His winning time was one hour 
25 minutes 42.991 seconds, ahead 
of his team mate Italian Riccardo 
Patrese, and the Briton smashed 
the circuit lap record in the pro- 
cess. 


Briton Martin Brandle finished 
third in a Benetton to repeat the 
podium line-up at last week's 
French Grand Prix. 

German Michael Schumacher 
has fourth in the second Benetton 
ahead of Austrian Gerhard Ber- 
ger in a McLaren and Finalnd’s 
Mika Hakkenen in a Lotus. 

Hie race, in which Mansell 
reeled off a series of Tecord lap 
times, ended in chaos as 
thousands of fans invaded the 
circuit shortly after he had taken 
the chequered flag. 

Public * address system 
announcements warning people 
how dangerous a track invasion 
could be were ignored as Mansell 
was engulfed in a sea of people 
waving onion flags. 

Behind him, the rest of the 
field were still raring towards the 


finish where yellow warning flags 
were waved furiously to prevent 
what could easily have been a 
disaster. 

Mansell's win increased his 
lead in the Drivers’ World Cham- 


pionship to 36 points. 
He now has 76 points 


Canadian sprinter suspended for life 

TORONTO (R) — Canadian sprinter Cheryl Tbibedeau has been 
suspended for life by Athletics Canada after testing positive for 
banned anabolic steroids in June. In a statement issued late 
Friday, Thibedeau. 26, said she is innocent and said the

Brandle also made a superb 
charge. 

Mansell said: “That was the 
greatest race of my career and the 
greatest day in the history of 
British motor racing. I dedicate 
this victory to the fans who were 
completely amazing today. 

‘Tve never experienced any- 
thing like that m all of my career 
and have never seen anything like 
it in the world. The fans were 
everywhere. 

“I ran one person over. He was 
a lug man and I was only going a 
few miles per hour and I hope he 
got np all right. I had to leave to 
the car out at dub corner.” 

Mansell refused to be drawn on 
his title chances. “I have been in 
tins game too long and been too 
disappointed before. To miss out 
only 16 laps before the end like I 
did in 1986 taught me a lesson.” 

He said he was able to get past 
Patrese on lap one by “getting a 
slingshot out of stowe corner” 
and once again praised the fans. 

He said: “Every time I passed 
them on the straight the fans were 
blowing and gave me 300 extra 
revs and when the others came 


along they blew the other way. 
“On the podium I was just 
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“On the podium I was just 
thinking about the 28 wins and 
Jackie Stewart’s record.” 

Mansell ended on.a mysterious 
note, saying: “Then I thought 
about something else. Some 
other things which I will let yon 
know about later — in about 
three months' time.” 

Patrese said: “This was a hard 
race for me — for sure the 
hardest one of the season. In feet 
I am quite tired and all my bones 
feel broken. But I feel very 
pleased for Nigel, myself and of 
course the team for another one- 
two. 

“Everyone has done a fantastic 
job. I only hope it continues. I 
had a good start and Nigel must 
have had a bit of wheelspin, but 
then he was away into another 
great lead.” 

Brandle was delighted with his 
race and recalled the old days 
when he battled with Senna for 
the 1983 British Formula 3,000 
Championship — a title the 
Brazilian won. 

“It was like old times — scrap- 
ping round sflverstone with Sen- 
na. I really enjoyed it hand the 
car was fantastic. No problems,” 
he said. 

“I got held up by Damon Hill, I 
think, and Ayrton shot through; 
but then he failed on the same 
lap... I can’t say much about that 
except that I was smiling a lot and 
I just cruised . through . and 
finished.” 

Senna responded in gentleman- 
ly fashion: “I had a good clean 
fight with Martin Brandle and he 
warmly deserved his third place. I 
was pushing like heD the whole 
race — it was really tiring. I was 
surprised that I could keep up 
such a performance under the 
pressure for so long. 

“On some comets I could catch 
him, on some be went away. I 
tried many times, sometimes the 
backmarkers helped, sometimes 
they didn’t. Bnt with five laps to 
go my transmission failed 

Schumacher acknowledged 
that Brandle had been fester. 

“My start was not good 
enough.

British government 
admits no recovery 
before late 1992 


4 The recession is over 9 


LONDON (R) — The govern- 
ment has admitted that Britain’s 
economy was still in recession 
■and unlikcy to turn towards re- 
covery until late this year. 

But senior cabinet minister 
Tony Newton, speaking for 
Prime Minister John Major, said 
conditions were right. for an up- 
turn. 

. “It is dear that the action die 
government has taken in recent 
months is creating a secqje 
foundation for tins country to 
emerge from recession in the 
latter part of this year,” Mr. 
Newton told an angry session of 
parliament. 

Mr. Major is facing restlessness 
among his colleagues concerned 
that after a yeqr of promising 
recovery little has emerged. 

Anti-Europeans in his ruling 
Conservative Party blame high 
interest rates and tbs tying of the 
pound to tbe German mark for 
prolonging the longest downturn 
since World War n. 

Former prime minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher, now Lady 
Thatcher, has also criticised her 
successor’s handling of interest 
rates and economic policy and 
called for a revaluation of the 
pound. 

She won strong backing from 
old allies in parliament. Several 
Conservative anti-European, 
monetarist diehards attacked fi- 
nance m ini sters over the reces- 
sion. 

- Conservative member of par- 
liament Peter Tapsell accused 
Chancellor of the Exchequer 
Norman Lam out of becoming a 
“poodle to tbe German Bundes- 
bank.” 

Another Conservative, Nicho- 
las WmtertOD, painted a depress- 
ing picture of the economic out- 
look.

Jordan economy set to grow 


‘The British economy is in a 
very serious state ” he said. 

“Unemployment is likely to 
rocket through three million... 
unless tire government reduces 
interest rates.” 

British bank base interest rates 
have fallen to 10 per cent from 15 
per cent in the last 20 months but 
with year-on-year inflation hold- 
ing at a stubborn at 43 per cent, 
real interest rates are at an histor- 
ic high forcing hundreds of busi- 
ness and homeowners to the wall. 

Rates have been held artificial- 
ly high by the pound sterling’s 
membership of the European 
Community’s Exchange Rate 
Mechanism (ERM), a system of 
currency rate management 
dominated by the German mark 
and therefore making it extreme- 
ly difficult for member countries 
to cut interest rates below Gor- 
man levels. 

Facing a barrage of criticism, 
more from his own side than the 
opposition Labour Party, Mr. 
Lamont defended his policies and 
rejected the idea of realigning the 
ERM currencies to cut toe value 
of sterling from its current level 
of 2.95 marks. 

“There are no quick fixes” be 
said. Any belief a depredation of 
sterling would boost competitive- 
ness was “pure illusion, pore 
fool’s gold." 

Junior Treasury Ministry 
Stephen Don-ell ruled out any 
realignment of the currency grid: 
"There is no reatmgnment in 
prospect and we do not seek 
one."

AMMAN (R) — Jordan’s eco- 
nomy, fuelled partly by a post- 
Gulf war construction boom, has 
come out of an eight-year reces- 
sion and is set to show greater 
growth tins year than forecast, a 
government official said. 

“The recession is over and 
we’re going to see some more 
picknpm tire economy this year,", 
Safwan Bataineh, economic advi- 
sor to Prime Minister Zetd Ben 
Shaker, said in an interview 
Saturday. 

He said gross domestic pro- 
duct, which last year reversed 
previous declines to show one per 
cent real growth, is expected to 
increase substantially more in 
1992 than the three per cent 
forecast by toe International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

Jordan bad been just beginning 
to recover from an economic 
crisis which led to a sharp de- 
valuation in the dinar when it was 
hit by Iraq’s 1990 invasion of

Kuwait which dosed its major 
markets. 

The Gulf crisis, during which 
Jordanians angered wealthy Arab 
trade partners by sympathising 


with Baghdad, closed Jordan's 
biggest markets and ravaged most 
sectors of tbe economy. 

An estimated 300,000 Jorda- 
nian citizens forced to return 
from the Gulf following the Iraqi 
invasion have been a mixed bles- 
sing. The 10 per cent rise in 
population has strained govern- 
ment services but also swelled 
foreign exchange reserves, in- 
creased demand for goods and 
sparked a building boom. 

"This is not exactly the scenar- 
io for sustainable growth but we 
can say that the recession is 
over,'* Mr. Bataineh, a former 
investment banker, told Reuters. 

“One big sector more or less 
carrying tbe economy is construc- 
tion,' be said, adding that tbe 
industry would report mugh high- 
er 1992 growth than 1991’s eight 
per cent increase. 

In an indication of confidence 
in the economy, borrowing by the 
industrial manufacturing sector 
increased by 14 per cent from the 


beginning of January to end- 
March 1992 — the highest three- 
month increase on record, he 
said. 

Other indicators of recovery 
included higher retail sales, in- 
creased imports of luxury items, 
more tourist revenue and a re- 
bound in the Amman stock mar- 
ket. Figures show both exports 
and industrial production have 
recovered to pre-Gulf war levels. 

Longer-term worries remain. 
Jordan is carrying out an IMF- 
directed adjustment programme 
to help address large balance of 
payment and budget deficit and a 
S7.2 billion foreign debt. 

“I think toe key issue here is 
exports — if they pick up substan- 
tially then we have a sustainable 
recovery,” Mr. Bataineh said. 

Jordan lost major Gulf markets 
after relations soured with 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. U.N. 
sanctions against Baghdad have 
cut off large-scale exports of all 
but food and medicine to Iraq. 


Clinton needs to convince Americans 
of his ‘third way’ economic policy 


NEW YORK (R) — Unemploy- 
ment at an eight-year high, plum- 
meting popularity ratings for 
President Bush, a scary domestic 
economy: What more could a 
Democratic presidential hopeful 
want? 

First off, a lot of believers. 

Voters by a wide margin think 
Mr. Bush has ignored the broken, 
stalled economy. But as Mr. Clin- 
ton steps up to the pod him at tbe 
Democratic convention this week 
he needs to convince Americans 
that he has the tools to fix it. 

Mike McCuriy. a Democratic 
strategist, says Mr. Clinton most 
of ail needs to boild confidence, 
installing hope that toe Demo- 
crats can turn the economy 
around. 

After 12 years of hands-off 
Republican policies, it remains an 
open question whether voters will 
back Mr. Clinton’s call for more 
government intervention in the 
economy — a policy that echoes 
Democratic programmes of toe 
past. ..... 

“It’s all a very iffy and open 
question,” said Paul Grogan, 
president of the local Initiatives 
Support Corp-i a nonprofit group 
that aids inner city development. 
“The great success of Reagan was 
instilling the mythology that 
minimal policy is what works.” 

In toe latest polls, Mr. Clinton 
is running a dead-heat with Mr. 
Bosh and undeclared candidate 
Ross Perot, though analysts ex- 
pea him to come out ahead after 
the convention. 

Polls show Americans axe fed 


up with the president’s ste- 
wardship of the economy and 
voters have often thrown out an 
incumbant if the unemployment 
rate is rising. They also want 
more direction and leadership on 
the economy. 

The government recently re- 
ported toe June jobless rate 
jumped to 7.9 per cent — an eight 
year high. 

“Qin ton's programme has an 
opportunity to get a serious bear- 
ing because of toe widespread 
concern about toe economy and 
toe general sense that we are 
drifting,” Mr. Grogan said. 

Self-consciously distancing 
himself from liberalism, Mr. Gin- 
ton talks about public-private 
partnerships, government invest- 
ment that will create private- 
sector jobs, entrepreneurs and 
officials working together. 

Mr. Ointon calls this “toe third 
way,” something in between big 
government policies the Demo- 
crats have promoted in the past 
and the “neglect’ of the Reagan 
and Bush years. 

“We reject both toe do-nothing 
government of toe past 12 years 
as .well as toe big government 
theory that says we can hamstring 
business and tax and spend our 
way into prosperity," the Demo- 
crats write in their platform. 

"People definitely don’t want 
big government,” said McCurry. 
“But they like the Democratic 
message that they will help the 
little guy.” 

Mr. Clinton wants to tax the 
rich, offer a middle-income tax 
cot and spend $220 billion to

pump up tbe economy. He has 
also proposed cutting 100,000 
jobs from the federal bureaucra- 
cy. 

Conservatives don’t buy toe 
talk they think toe Clinton plan is 
dressed-up, tax-and-spend policy. 

“In rhetoric it’s different, but 
in fundamentals it's the same," 
said Edward Hudgins, deputy 
director for economic policy stu- 
dies at the conservative Heritage 
Foundation. * 

“At toe core, what he is talking 
about is raising taxes — looting 
the rich and giving to the poor 
that is a hallmark of toe Demo- 
crats," Mr. Hudgins says. “And 
this spending idea, euphemistical- 
ly called investing, will exist toe 
government hundreds of billions 
of dollars." 

The Republicans have tried to 
paint Mr. Clinton's platform as 
an economic pipe dream, but toe 
most recent bashing by Vice Pres- 
ident Dan Quayle in Mr. Clin- 
ton’s hometown of Little Rock, 
Arkansas fell on deaf ears be- 
cause of the jobless news. 

Mr. Clinton shot back at his 


opponents: “We can’t afford a 
president who is willing to do 
anything to keep his job, but 
nothing to help average, hard- 
working Americans keep theirs." 

The feeble U.S. recovery lost 
whatever strength it had in June, 
posing awkward questions about 
the direction of the economy and 
President Bush's political future.

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Monarchists urge talks 
on Cambodian elections 


PHNOM PENH (R) — Cambo- 
dia’s monarchist faction has cal- 
led for discussions on voting eligi- 
bility for next year's United 
Nations-organised elections. 

A statement released by the 
Sihanouldst faction led by Prince 
Norodom Ranariddh called for, 
discussions to determine “what a 
Cambodian?” 

“As to the criteria on bow one 
determines what is a Cambodian, 
FUNCINPEC believes it is a 
technical question and could be 
discussed further," the statement 
said. 

FUNCINPEC, a French 
acronym for National United 
Front for an Independent, Neut- 
ral, Peaceful and Cooperative 
Cambodia, made the call follow- 
ing a meeting between Prince 
Ranariddh and a group of 
Cambodian students at which 
concern was expressed over the 
number of Vietnamese settlers 
living in the country. 

“The students expressed their 
deep concerns about the Viet- 
namese settlers in Cambodia and 
that their large presence in the 
country may alter the results of 
the next election and they also 
raised the issue of security in the 
country," Prince Ranariddh, the 
son of head of state Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, said. 

Under the terms of the Paris 
peace agreement signed last 
October by all four factions, the 
United Nations will largely admi- 
nister Cambodia up until the 
holding of free and fair elections, 
scheduled for May, 1993. 

The three factions that fought 
the Phom Penh government for 
13 years, FUNCINPEC, the 
Maoist Khmer Rouge and the 
non -Communist Khmer People's 
National Liberation Front, have 
all expressed concern about the 
□umber of Vietnamese living in 
Cambodia. 

The Khmer Rouge have re- 


fused to join the disarmament 
phase of the U.N. peace plan 
because they say there are still 
many Vietnamese troops in Cam- 
bodia, a charge Vietnam denies. 
The U.N. says there is no evi- 
dence of Vietnam's presence. 

Age-old antipathy between 
Vietnamese and Cambodians is 
fertile ground for rabble-rousing. 

With the arrival of thousands 
of U.N. peacekeepers, the coun- 
try's capital, Phnom Penh, is 
undergoing economic boom times 
and ambitious Vietnamese work- 
ers have been quick to take 
advantage of employment oppor- 
tunities for construction, electric- 
al and mechanical jobs. 

Noted American Cambodia 
scholar Michael Vickery esti- 
mates the size of the Vietnamese 
community at 300,000 people, 
many of whom are from families 
that have lived in the country for 
decades. 

Hundreds of Vietnamese 
prostitutes ply their trade in out- 
door beer bars, coffee shops and 
“dancing restaurants" in Phnom. 
Penh. 

Despite Hanoi’s role in ridding 
Cambodia of the tyrannical 
Khmer Rouge regime, which cost 
a million Cambodians their lives, 
Vietnamese-Cambodian relations 
are at best testy. 

Cambodians are quick to recall 
Vietnamese encroachment of 
areas once part of Cambodia, 
particularly the rice-rich Mekong 
Delta, which Cambodians call 
Khmer Khrom. 

Under the U.S. -backed Lon Nol 
regime of the early 19'TQs, the 
government -mounted several 
bloody programs against Viet- 
namese immigrants. 

The bead of the U.N. Tran- 
sitional Authority in Cambodia 
(UNTAC), Japanese diplomat 
Yasushi Akashi, has warned all 
four factions not to engage in 
racist attacks against ethnic 


minorities. 

Meanwhile United Nations 
peacekeepers have told radical 
Khmer Rouge guerrillas to stop 
firing on U.N. helicopters after 
two were attacked over a 
guerrilla-held zone in western 
Cambodia, a U.N. spokesman 
said. 

The helicopters, flying together 
on a resupply mission, came 
under small weapons fire Thurs- 
day not far from Pailin, the 
Khmer Rouge headquarters in 
Battambang province bordering 
Thailand, said U.N. spokesman 
Eric Fait. One helicopter was hit, 
but there were no casualties or 
significant damage. 

The U.N. military observer 
team in the area sent a tetter to a 
senior Khmer Rouge officer 
urging a halt to such attacks, Mr. 
Fait told reporters Saturday 
night. 

Attacks on U.N. helicopters 
have increased sharply while the 
Khmer Rouge, violating a peace 
accord it had signed, has refused 
to join other Cambodian factions 
in sending combatants to U.N.- 
supervised barracks so elections 
can be held safely next year. 

There have been reports, cons- 
idered credible by some sources 
who demanded anonymity, that 
the Khmer Rouge has offered 
$3,500 to anyone who shoots 
down a U.N. helicopter. 

Late last month, four U.N. 
helicopters were fired upon dur- 
ing the same week and a Russian 
oo-pilot sligthly injured. Some of 
the attacks were over areas in the 
country's north contested by the 
Khmer Rouge and the govern- 
ment, but U.N. officials have not 
publicly blamed any group. 

U.N. helicopters are painted 
white and clearly marked “U.N." 
in black. The United Nations will 
equip all helicopter crew and 
passengers with flak jackets, Mr. 
Fait said Saturday. 


South African bosses 
act to defuse crisis 


JOHANNESBURG (R) — Busi- 
ness bosses, tearing South Afri- 
ca's democracy deadlock will 
bring social and economic disas- 
ter, said Sunday they would press 
political leaders to resume nego- 
tiations. 

. “We're seeking imaginative 
ways of getting the talks back on 
track.” said Johan Liebenberg, 
vice-chairman of the South Afri- 
can Coordinating Committee on 
Labour Affairs (SACCO LA). 

SACCOLA, which groups ma- 
jor employers including the 
chamber of mines, met the big-, 
gest labour federation, the South 
African Congress of Trade Un- 
ions (COSATU), last week to 
discuss ways of halting the coun- 
try’s slide into chaos. 

“We’d like to avert the nation- 
al strike on Aug. 3,” Mr. Lieben- 
berg said. “We might do some- 
thing else instead, like hold joint 
peace and democracy rallies. 

“The employers are in this 
initiative on a non-party political 
basis — we will be pushing politi- 
cians from all sides to get back to 
talks. 

“We've got to do something,” 
Mr. Lie ben berg said. "Our eco- 
nomy cannot take any more ham- 
mering.” 

COSATU, in alliance with the 
African National Congress and 
the Community Party, has called 
the general stnke next month as 
part of a campaign to force Presi- 
dent F.W. Klerk from power. 


Nelson Mandela's ANC broke 
talks on a non-rarial constitution 
with Mr. De Klerk and other 
parties last month after the 
Boipatong massacre, saying the 
government was responsible for 
township violence and was refus- 
ing to yield power. 

The Sunday Times of Johan- 
nesburg published what it said 
were the minutes of an opposition 
alliance meeting wfaidi called for 
the August strike to last seven 
days. Alliance spokesman could 
■ not be contacted immediately for 
comment. 

In other labour unrest, a union 
representing hospital workers 
threatened Saturday to paralyse 
the administrations of two pro- 
vinces, Transvaal and the Orange 
Free State, because of the sacking 
of about 7,000 striking work- 
ers. 

The union said that if the work- 
ers were not reinstated by July 
17, protesters would occupy 
administration buildings. 

Peter Wrighton, a chairman of 
one of South Africa’s biggest 
corporations. Premier Group, 
said there was deep concern ab- 
out escalating violence, the nego- 
tiations deadlock and the possible 
repercussions of mass protests. 

“Business has a crucial role to 
play in supporting the process of 
establishing a non-radal demo- 
cracy through negotiations,” Mr. 
Wrighton wrote in the Sunday 
Times. 


Goebbels said Hitler was 
ready for war in 1938 

Later the two men discussed 
military matters again. “Our 
mobilisation continues according 
to plan,” Goebbels noted. 

At the end of the month. Lord 
Chamberlain and Hitler signed a 
friendship agreement. 

Goebbels commented: “The 
word peace is on everybody’s 
lips... Germany's prestige has 
risen enormously. 

“Now we are once again a 
world power. The slogan from 
now on is: Rearm, rearm, rearm. 
This has been a victory of press- 
ure, nerves and the media.” 
The Sunday Times caused a 
furore by using controversial 
right-wing British historian David 
Irving to transcribe the dories. 

The newspaper, however, also 
hired Norman Stone, professor of 
modern history at Oxford Uni- 
versity, to vet the material. 

He said: 'This diary is an 
important document — in alm«t 
all likelihood the last seriously 
important document to come out 
of the Third Reich.'

The Sunday limes was up- 
staged last week when the tabloid 
Daily Mail printed extracts from 
the diaries it had obtained from 
the Munich Institute of Contem- 
porary History, which it said had 
got the diaries two years ago from 
east Germany. 


LONDON (R) — Adolf Hitler 
was ready and eager to go to war 
in the summer of 1938, a year 
before World War II was actually 
declared, Britain's Sunday Tunes 
newspaper said. 

It quoted extracts from what it 
said were the diaries of Hitler’s 
chief propagandist, Joseph Goeb- 
bels. 

A complete set of the diaries, 
copied on to glass photographic 
plates, had been found in arc- 
hives in Moscow where they had 
lain apparently unnoticed for 47 
years. 

The Sunday Times said the 
diaries showed Hitler played a 
“cynical, cold-blooded poker 
game” with Britain up to the last 
minutes of peace before Poland 
was invaded in 1939. 

Describing negotiations be- 
tween Hitler and British Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain in 
September 1938, Goebbels de- 
clared: 

. “At the worst we have a much 
.better military position. London 
'has the greatest fear of a world 
war. The Fuehrer declared sharp- 
ly he would not shy away from it 
if necessary.” 

Goebbels wrote bow he and 
Hitler then watched a “funny old 
film” because the Nazi leader 
must “preserve bis nerves.” 


Albanians 
raise fears 
of fresh 
exodus 
attempts 


TIRANA (R) — Thousands of 
Albanians, straggling with econo- 
mic hardship at home, are de- 
sperately seeking to flee the 
country in search of jobs, stoking 
fears of a repeat of last year’s 
mass exodus to Italy and Greece. 

Police foiled attempts by 
thousands of would-be refugees 
to storm the western port of 
Durres last Monday in a bid to 
commander ships out of the coun- 
ty* 

“The reason is poverty,” Presi- 
dent Sali Berisba told reporters 
Sunday. “Albanians earn in a 
year the same as Europeans get in 
one day.” 

The Durres incident 
reawakened memories — and 
fears — of similar scenes last 
summer, when some 20,000 
Albanians stormed ships and 
forced their crews to take them to 
Italy. Thousands also crossed the 
southern border into Greece. ' 

Most were forcibly repariated 
after a brief stay. 

Greek officials say several hun- 
dred Albanians have sneaked 
over the border in recent weeks 
and both Rome and Athens say 
they fear another “mass exodus 
attempt. 

"I am convinced that what 
happened last August could hap- 
pen again at any tune,” said 
Raffaele Belardi. president of the 
Civil Protection Committee for 
Italy’s Puglia region opposite 
Albania, earlier this month. 

While Albanians who tried to 
flee last year were leaving a coun- 
try still dominated by Commun- 
ists, the country is now ruled by 
its first non-Cmnmunist govern- 
ment in nearly half a century. 

But the three-month-old gov- 
ernment, stru ggl ing to introduce 
urgently-needed economic re- 
forms, is also having problems 
-persuading people to stay and 
ride out the hardship. 

The government has pledged to 
stop exodus attempts and restore 
law and order, warning that any- 
one who tried to destabilise the 
country would be severely 
punished. 

“Despite the disappointment 
and suffering of those who fled 
the country months before, the 
wish to leave is predominant 
among the rest,” Rflisdja De- 
mokratike, the mouthpiece of the 
Democratic Party, said last week. 

Minister of Economy and fi- 
nance Gene Rub described the 
economic situation as “tragic”. 

He said the country’s gross 
national product is expected to 
drop by a further 25 per cent 
compared to test year. Agricultu- 
ral production is so low that the 
country depends almost entirely 
on foreign food aid. ' ]

Truce holds in Moldova 

MOSCOW' (AP) — A ceasefire in the Trans-Dniester region of 
Moldova held, with only minor skirmishes reported between 
Moldovan loyalists and Slavic separatists. A Moldovan spokes- 
man said separatists in the town of Bendery opened fire at 
Moldovan police posts for about an hoar, using grenade launchers 
and guns. They also attempted to capture Moldovan positions at a 
movie bouse and a school, but the attacks were repulsed, the 
ITAR-TASS News Agency reported. There were no reports of 
casualties. But the Moldovan Defence Ministry spokesman said 
two children died and two were injured when they tried to 
dismantle an unexploded shell in a forest near the village of 
Kbybrovets. On Tuesday representatives of Russian President 
Boris Yeltsin and Moldovan President Mircea Snegtur worked out 
a ceasefire between the two sides. More than 600 people have 
been killed since the fighting had begun since March. 

Pope goes to hospital for checkup 

VATICAN CITY (AP) — Pope John Paul II said Sunday he was 
going to a Rome hospital later in the day for diagnostic tests, and 
his spokesman said the Pope was suffering from an “intestinal 
disfiinctioa” that might require surgery. Pope John Paul, 72, 
made the announcement as be read a written statement after his 
weekly noon Angelus prayer to the faithful in St. Peter’s Square. 
“I would like to teU you something confidentially. This evening 
I'm going to Gemelli Clinic for some diagnostic tests. I ask your 
prayers so that the lord is near to me with his help and with his 
support,” the Pope told the crowd. His spokesman, Joaquin 
Navarro, immediately called a news conference after the Pope's 
announcement to say the Pope had been suffering for some days 
from an ’intestinal disfunction” and had a “modest” amount of, 
pain. 

5 dead in Singapore tanker blaze 

SINGAPORE (R) — At least five people were killed and more 
than 50 injured when an explosion shook a ; Panamian- 
registered chemical tanker Sunday, police said. About 200 people 
were carrying out repair works aboard the tanker, Stott Spur 
Monrova, at Sembawang Shipyard in northern Singapore when 
fire broke out near the engine room, causing an explosion, a 
police officer said. The injured were taken to three hospitals 
where doctors said the death toll could rise as some were in 
serious condition. The fire had been put out but police were still 
searching for more casualties on board the tanker, in Singapore 
for general repairs since last Friday. 


Japanese emperor to visit China 

TOKYO (R) — The Japanese government has derided to send 
Emperor Akihoto to China in late October to mark the ' . 20th 
anniversary of the establishment of Sino-Japanese ties, Kyodo 
News Agency reported Sunday. Without any attribution, Kyodo 
said the emperor was expected to visit China for about six days 
shortly after Empress Michiko’s birthday on Oct. 20. Peking has 
invited the emperor on several occasions but the Japanese 
government has said only it would give the matter “serious 
consideration.” Some leaders of the rating Liberal Democratic 
Party (LDP) fear Emperor Akihito would face criticism in Peking 
over the brutal actions of the imperial Japanese army in China in 
die 1930s and 1940s, notably in Nanjing (Nanking) where soldiers 
slaughtered many thousands of civilians, mostly women and. 
children. Many LDP lawmakers are said to be concerned that an 
imperial trip might encoarage China’s parliament to demand $180 
million in reparations for civilian losses daring Japanese occupa- 
tion of vast areas of northern and eastern China. 

Quake rattles southern California 

LOS ANGELES (R) — A strong earthquake rambled through 
southern California causing at least one minor injury but no 
reported damage, authorities said. The National Earthquake 
Information Centre said the earthquake registered 5.1 on the 
Richter Scale and hit about 11:15 a.m. (1815 GMT). It was. about 
75 miles (120 kilometres) north of Los Angeles near the desert 
town of Mojave. lt was felt across large parts of Los Angeles, 
shaking tall buddings in the city centre. Some residents reported 
feeling two jolts about a half-minute apart. A man in the Los 
Angeles suburb of Norwalk was injured when he fell on a 
rain-slick sidewalk as the quake rattled the area, a Fire Depart- 
ment spokesman said. There were no immediate reports of 
damage. The quake came 13 days after powerful twin quakes, 
measuring 7.4 and 6.5, struck east of Los Angeles, killing a child, 
injuring more than 300 people and causing an estimated $92 
milli on in damage. 



Latvia says fires raging 
near Soviet army bases 


MOSCOW (R) — :Latyia’s, de- 
fence minister Sunday said fires 
were raging near former Soviet 
army bases in the Baltic republic 
and it was conceivable that nuc- 
lear warheads could be under 
threat. 

“The most dangerous fires arc 
those blazing near military 
areas,” Taiav Jtrazis told Renters 
by telephone from the Latvian 
capital Riga. 

“And since we have no in- 
formation about the Russian 
Armed IForces' munitions, we 
cannot exlude the possibility that:, 
there are nuclear weapons on 
these bases.” 

Defence chiefs in Moscow have 
never officially said that nuclear 
warheads have been withdrawn 
from the three newly- 
independent Baltic republics, 
though General Vaieiy Mironov, 
commander of ex-Soviet forces in 
the region, told Reuters in Latvia 
in March “there are no nuclear 
weapons in the Baltics.” 

The West assumes . nuclear 
weapons from the former Soviet 
Union's massive aresnal are now 
looted only in Russai, Ukraine, 
Belarus and Kazakhstan. 

But Latvia, Estonia and 
Lithuania say military authorities 
in Moscow have consistently re- 
fused to teti them whether there, 
are nuclear warheads on their 
territories. 

A senior Estonian Foreign 
Ministry official said last Decem- 
ber be had information there 
were still nuclear weapons in the 
three republics, which gained in- 
dependence last year in the wake 
of a foiled coup bid in August. 

Strategic nuclear forces are 
under Commonwealth command 
while Russia controls former 
Soviet army bases. 

No one was available at either 
the Commonwealth or Russian 
defence ministries for comment. 

Mr. Junzis said some 30 fires,

Russian President Boris Yelt- 
sin pledged last week that .the 
troops would be withdrawn but 
said Moscow could not yet give a 
deadline due to the enormous 
problem of housing troops re- 
patriated from Germany and the 
Baltics. 


Thai ex-premier to lead 
party in September polls 


BANGKOK (R) — Thailand’s 
last democratically-elected prime 
minister formally re-entered poli- 
tics Sunday, effectively forming a 
new party that immediately lured 
dozens of leading politicians away 
from a disgraced pro-army coali- 
tion. 

“I decided to return to politics 
because I want to create a new 
home for new generations of peo- 
ple.” Chatichai Coonhavan said 
as be launched the Chart Pattana 
Party (National Development) at 
a packed hotel conference 
room. • 

Mr. Chatichai said time did not 
allow him to register a new party 
ahead of the Sept. 13 elections so 
he accepted the invitation of the 
minor Puangchon Chaotbai Party 
(Thai Masses) to become its lead- 
er. 

He renamed the party wfaidi 
under its old banner sent only one 


deputy to parliament after a 
general election on March 22. 

Mr. Chatichai named an execu- 
tive board and an advisory coud- 
dl that included funner mem- 
bers of parliament from the 
Samakkhi Tham (Justice and Un- 
ity) and Chart Thai (Thai Nation) 
parties. 

Chart Pattana sources said 
more than 100 former deputies 
had expressed interest in joining 
the party. 

Samakkhi Tham, which has 
been renamed Seri Tham (Justice 
and /Freedom), and Chart Thai 
were the two largest parties in the 
prof military coalition that made 
General Suchinda Rraprayoon 
prime minister. 

Gen. Suchinda was not a mem- 
ber of parliament and street de-

Clinton gets boost on eve of convention 


r NEW YORK (R) — ' Bill Clin- 
ton’s presidential fortunes rose 
sharply Sunday from a string of 
political wins that put turn at the 
head of the pack on the eve of the 
convention that formally makes 
him the Democrat’s candidate. 

Riding a wave of good news 
that has made; the last few days 
one of the best periods of Ins 
campaign, Mr, Clinton swept into 
New York for the July 13-16 
convention in confident mood. 

“There is a team, there is a 
party, there is an approach to 
bring this country bade,” Mr. 
Clinton said.- 

In just 24 hours Mr. Clinton 
patched up relations enough with 
Jesse Jackson to win the black 
leader’s endorsement, saw unde- 
clared independent candidate 
Ross Perot stumble and learned 
that opinion poUs for the first 
time showed him at least level 
with Republican President 
George Bush and Mr. Perot 

A Time-CNN poll and a News- 
week poll showed Mr. Clinton 
gaining strength and Texas bil- 
lionaire Perot losing ground. 

Both polls put Mr. Clinton, 
Mr. Perot and President George 
Bush in a statistical dead beat, in 
tiie race for the White House. 

The Time-CNN poll also 
showed a sharp rise in Mr. Clin- 
ton's favourable rating indicating 
he might finally be overcoming 
allegations of extramarital affairs, 
minor experiments with mari- 
juana and Vietnam War draft- 
dodging that stalled his campaign 
until now. 

Mr. Clinton has strongly de- 
nied any wrongdoing in all the 
allegations of scandal. 

The Democrats, who often 
have the misfortune of appearing 
in disarray at their national con- 
ventions, were ensured of a near- 
ly united meeting by Rev. Jack- 
son's late endorsement. 

Rev. Jackson, a two-time 
Democratic presidential conten- 


der who decided against running 
this year, bad until now pointedly 
sidestepped repeated opportuni- 
ties to endorse Mr. Clinton. 

He was worried that Mr. Clin- 
ton and his rice-presidential run- 
ning mate, Senator Albert Gore 
of Tennessee — both young, 
moderate southerners — were 
too alike and ought turn their 
backs on the poor and the cities. 

Rev. Jackson is to address the 
convention of 5,000 delegates 
from all over the United States 
Tuesday while Mr. Clinton will 
'be nominated for president 
•Wednesday and Sen, Gore for 
rice president Thursday. 

Rev. Jackson’s late endorse- 
ment ensured a triumphant re- 
turn for Mr. Clinton to New 
York, a city which gave him the 
roughest ride of his primary cam- 
paign. 

Mr . Clinton won New York’s 
primary bat it was in the runup to 
the New York vote that rival 
Jerry Brown dubbed the Arkan- 
sas governor “the prince of 
sleaze.” 

. It was also in New York that 
Mr. Clinton first acknowledged,

while a Rhodes scholar at Oxford. 

more than two decades ago. 

Mr. Brown, Mr. Clinton’s last 
obstacle to a blissful convention 
with no intra-party strife, has 
refused to endorse Mr. din ton.

Two men yelled 
again, one saying “correct it," 
and Mr. Perot, appearing again 
to not hear, said simply, “thank 
you, sr.” 

Perot left the NAACP’s con- 
vention immediately after the 
speech, but was asked later if he 
was aware that he bad offended 
some people. 

“If I (fid, then I'm sorry," Mr. 
Perot said. 

As word of the incident was 
broadcast, CNN reported that 
Mr. Perot had telephoned 
anchorman Bernard Shaw, who is 
black, to say again that he was 
sorry if he offended anyone. The 
network said Mr. Perot told Mr: 
Straw perbapsbe stiould have said 
“our people” in his NAACP re- 
marks. His second telephone con- 
versation with the network was 
carried on 'the air five. . -

Turtle refloated 
after surgery 
to fix skull 

NICOSIA (AP) — A large 
female loggerhead turtle was re- 
turned to the sea after neuro- 
surgeons at a local hospital fixed 
her smashed skull. The 15-kila 
(33-pound), one-metre (thre<£ 
foot) long turtle was found 
washed up near death with a 
■smashed skull on a rocky beach m 
west Cyprus earlier in the week. 
Officials at the nearby govern- 
ment Turtle Conservation Centre ■ 
and hatchery rushed her to the 
Nicosia General Hospital, two ' 
hours' drive away, where a team 
of neurosurgeons performed a 
delicate operation to save her 
Hfe. Surgeon Nicos Spanos said 
the turtle's skull had clearly been 
smashed from a blow. “Fortu- 
nately the brain was undamaged, 
so we fixed the skull with a piece 
of acrylic plastic," he added. Dr. 
Spanos, who had carried out a 
similar operation two years ago, 
estimated that his latest patient 
was about 10 years old. “We 
expect she will live a normal life," 
he said. Following surgery thy 
turtle recuperated for two days in 
a filled bathtub at the office of the 
government Fisheries Depart- 
ment in Nicosia. She was taken 
back to the west coast port of 
Paphos and placed in a turtle pen 
there pending her release on fell 
recovery. The pen in the harbour 
is part of a project carried out at 
the nearby Lara Government 
Turtle Centre.
